The beaver 
was from the beginning conversant with the strength and virtues of the arch, 
the burrowing spider made use of the poppet valve, and as for the bearings 
of timbers and the strength of materials, birds, beasts, and insects were well 
acquainted with them + edbvele of years before Vitruvius, or Tredgold, or 
Fairbairn, was born. The author, in a fascinating style, and with a profusion 
of elegant engravings, illustrates instinctive art in all its departments, from 
the labours of the smallest insect up to those of the largest animal which 
builds itself-a dwelling.

THREE men won renown by making the birds 
of America known in Europe,—Wilson, Au- 
dubon, and Bonaparte. Inferior in genius to 
Wilson and in science to Bonaparte, Audubon 
excelled them both as a painter of birds. We 
can remember when his portfolio excited delight 
in Edinburgh, London, and Paris, rivalling in 
smaller circles the delight of a new Waverley 
novel. The man also was not a man to be seen 
and forgotten, or passed on the pavement with- 
out glances of surprise and scrutiny. The tall and 
somewhat stooping form, the clothes not made 
by a West-end but by a Far West tailor, the 
steady, rapid, springing step, the long hair, the 
aquiline features, and the glowing angry eyes, 
—the expression of a handsome man conscious 
of ceasing to be young, and an air and manner 
which told you that whoever you might be he 
was John Audubon, will never be forgotten by 
any one who knew or saw him. And travelling 
being then far more difficult, tedious, and dan- 
gerous than now, a painter could not be seen 
without interest who painted the birds he had 
studied with the traits of their life in their 
habitats among the reefs of Florida, or in the 
moss of Labrador, and brought his pictures 
to Europe, winning thereby applause from 
Walter Scott and George Cuvier, and rebuffs 
from Baron Rothschild. 

Now we have glimpses of him in this book. 
For this is one of the experiences of people who 
have for forty or fifty years come in contact 
more or less close with the celebrities of their 
time, that these depart, and their faces are seen 
and their voices are heard no more; but the 
reminiscences of them are freshened and the in- 
formation respecting them is increased by books. 
And even the worst book must be bad indeed 
if it is not better than the best tombstone— 
biography upon a single stone page. Now, 
this book will serve for present reading, 
but will not stand as the life of Audubon. 
Mr. Robert Buchanan says his duties have 
been sub-editorial (the editor is not named), 
and Mrs, Audubon seems to have supplied 
materials, which the sub-editor has reduced 
four-fifths in bulk: and the reducing process 
is still required for the fifth part published. 
Mr. Buchanan has written what he de- 
scribes as “some sort of a running narrative.” 
He has, no doubt, made a readable book, with 
many interesting and some thrilling pages in it. 
But after reading the first sheets, Mrs. Audu- 
bon seems to have charged Mr. Buchanan, as a 
Scotchman, with overrating Wilson, with under- 
rating Audubon, and with an “inimical feeling” 
towards him. And, in truth, he sees the vanity, 
selfishness, egotism, envy, flightiness, and in- 
consequence of Audubon; and he does not see 
the heroic student of the lives and the great 
painter of the features of birds. He does not 
appear to be a lover of bird-lore. Not one word 
inthis book is there showing sympathy with 
the life-long pursuits of Audubon. The foibles 
and faults of Audubon hide from his bio- 
grapher his merits and services. The widow is 
often right in her feelings; but this much is 
also evident, that Mr. Buchanan has not been 
blind to the beauty of her character as a wife, 
nor has he failed to show how nobly and 
sweetly she was the helpmate of her husband. 

The bird painter, John James Audubon, was 
born in Louisiana, of a Spanish mother and a 





Vendean father. Neither of the editors of this 


life tells us the date of his birth, and whether | h 


he was over sixty or nearly eighty when he 
died we have yet to learn. He lost his mother 
in infancy; and his father, an officer in the 
French marine, marrying a second wife, the 
boy was much left to himself. Boyishness was 
never either chid or cuffed out of him. His 
step-mother indulged him in unlimited confec- 
tionery and bird-nesting. Having no children 
of her own, she kept the boy at home in 
Nantes, and thus the conceit was never either 
boxed or chaffed out of him by his school-fel- 
lows. His father, who wished his son to bea cadet 
or an engineer in the French navy, ordered 
him to be taught mathematics and geography: 
but his tastes were for music, dancing, and 
drawing. The painter David was his first draw- 
ing-master. His step-mother was as indulgent 
in regard to nest hunting as to sweet-stuff. 
With a haversack of provisions on his back, 
the strong and handsome boy soon made an 
astonishing collection of natural curiosities ; 
but when his father came home from sea the 
progress in geography and mathematics was 
not deemed satisfactory. The boy began draw- 
ing birds at Nantes; and although his father 
took him to Rochefort and made him study 
mathematics under his own eye, the boy actually 
drew two hundred specimens of birds. Despair- 
ing of making a soldier or a sailor of him, his 
father sent him to America, and assigned to 
him the rent of a small estate called Mill 
Grove, on the Perkiominy Creek. Here the lad 
grew up to be a man—hunting, fishing, draw- 
ing, without control and sans care. The son of 
an officer in the French navy who worshipped 
Bonaparte, he hated the very name of an 
Englishman. Mr. Bakewell, an English gentle- 
man, bought Fatland Ford, within sight of 
Mill Grove, and called upon his young French 
neighbour. But the call was not returned; Au- 
dubon refused to call, even when urged by a 
friend. Monsieur Jean Jacques Audubon would 
not know Mr. Bakewell. One frosty day they 
met, however, when out shooting, and the 
Englishman was a good shot, and had fine dogs 
and friendly manners. Monsieur promised to 
call, and called. Miss Lucy Bakewell received 
him; she offered him a seat while she sent for 


father; her rosy-cheeked brothers and sisters | 


played in the room whilst they chatted; and 
her form seemed to him radiant with beauty ; 
and, ere lunch was over, he felt he’ was not 
indifferent to her. By and bye she arranged 
to teach him English, and he to teach her 
drawing; and, in time, Jean Jacques became 
John James, and Miss Bakewell Lucy Au- 
dubon. 

But .to this treasure there was a penalty an- 
nexed. Audubon’s father tried to make him an 
officer in the service of Napoleon, and his wife’s 
father made it a condition of the marriage that 
he should become a merchant. The naturalist 
sold Mill Grove to raise capital, and entered 
into partnership. He tried several commercial 
and industrial enterprises and speculations; 
and he records that he always lost, and 
even sometimes was the only one who lost. 
Four years after her marriage Mrs. Audubon 
returned to her father’s house with her first 
son. 

A glimpse of Audubon and Wilson. One 
fair morning in March, 1810, a middle-sized, 
hook-nosed, keen-eyed, high-cheeked man, 
dressed peculiarly in a short coat, trousers, and 
waistcoat of grey cloth entered Audubon’s 
counting-room at Louisville, and solicited a sub- 
scription to his work, two volumes of which 
were under his arm, on American Ornithology. 
Surprised and gratified at the sight of his 





volumes, Audubon says he had already taken 

is pen to write his name, when his partner, 
Rosier, said to him in French, “ What induces 
you to subscribe to this work? Your drawings 
are certainly far better; and, again, you must 
know as much of the habits of American birds 
as this gentleman.” Audubon saw that Wilson 
was not pleased. Mr. Wilson asked M. Audubon 
if he had many drawings of birds; and Audu- 
bon took down a large portfolio, laid it on the 
table and showed his drawings as patiently as 
Wilson had shown his engravings. Mr. Wilson 
was surprised when told that M. Audubon 
did not intend to publish, which he had then 
no intention of doing. Audubon says he lent 
drawings to Wilson, hunted the woods with 
him to procure specimens he had never seen, 
and offered the benefit of his correspondence 
and the use of his drawings for Wilson’s work, 
asking for nothing beyond an acknowledg- 
ment. But Wilson made no reply to either 
proposal. When Audubon visited Wilson in 
Philadelphia he found him drawing a white- 
headed eagle; but although he was civilly re- 
ceived, Audubon was made to feel that his 
company was not agreeable. Such is the sub- 
stance of Audubon’s account of his relations 
with Wilson; and here is Wilson’s, published 
soon after the occurrences:—‘“ March 23, 
1810.—I bade adieu to Louisville, to which 
place I had four letters of recommendation, 
and was taught to expect much of everything 
there; but neither received one act of civility 
from those to whom I was recommended, one 





subscriber, nor one new bird, though I de- 
livered my letters, ransacked the woods re- 
peatedly, and visited all the characters likely 
to subscribe. Science or literature has not one 
friend in this place.” When he read this para- 
graph M. Audubon might have mentioned the 
names of the new specimens which he procured 
for Wilson, and the French merchant and ama- 
teur would have confounded the Scotch weaver 
| and poet. Nearly twenty years, however, elapsed 
| before he published his version of the affair at 
| Edinburgh. Sixteen years after their inter- 
| views Audubon wrote this entry in his diary :— 
Passed poor Alexander Wilson’s school- 
| house, and heaved a sigh. Alas! poor Wilson, 
| would that I could once more speak to thee 
and hear thy voice !” 


Audubon came in time to believe that 
Wilson had imitated him. In his diary of the 
2nd of August, 1824, he says, “ Wilson is the 
only one who has in any tolerable degree 
adopted my plan”... “of drawing from ani- 
mated nature.” Years of misery could not 
drive enough of modesty and common sense 
into poor Audubon to induce him to be con- 
tent with the pay which Wilson had received. 
He lost his engagement to superintend the 
drawings which Charles Bonaparte, the Prince 
of Canino, intended to publish, “ my terms being 
much dearer than Alexander Wilson had 
asked.” Of this distinguished ornithologist 
Bonaparte, Audubon records little or nothing 
| except the attentions of “ His Royal Highness’ 
to Audubon and the admiration which “good 
Charles” expressed for Audubon’s drawings. 
As it was with Wilson and Bonaparte, so it 
was with William M‘Gillivray. Edinburgh 
in 1830 contained such ornithologists as Sir 
William Jardine, Mr. James Wilson, and Mr. 
William M‘Gillivray ; and this last was en- 
gaged to correct the ungrammatical manuscript 
and supply the scientific part to Audubon’s 
Ornithological Biography. M(‘Gillivray worked 
for two guineas a sheet of sixteen pages, and 
the first volume was finished within three 
months. And Audubon, who had once, just 
previously, been in London with only a single 
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sovereign, had forty thousand dollars passin 
through his hands. Audubon was blind to al 
merit but his own. His present biographer says, 
“he was a queer compound of Actzon and 
Narcissus, holding a gun in one hand and a 
looking-glass in the other.” We should say 
that when he came to Europe he came for 
worship as if into his shrine, and saw nothing 
of his worshippers except the wealth of their 
offerings and the size of their tapers. Sir 
Walter Scott was only a great man who treated 
him with distinction ; Sir Thomas Lawrence, 
only a kind man who sold pictures for him ; 
and George Cuvier, the baron who praised his 
drawings in the French Academy. Mr. Robert 
Buchanan has not been able to resist laughing 
in italics at Audubon’s foible about his long 
love-locks—“ I wear my hair as long as usual. 
I believe tt does as much for me as my paint- 
ings.” Enough of Narcissus Audubon. 

Actzeon Audubon was another man. No 
doubt, the records we have of his adventures 
were written by himself, and raise suspicions 
sometimes of exaggeration and colouring. But 
occasionally he forgets himself in the presence 
of nature. When the Mississippi is flooded, a 
tract of more than thirty miles opposite Natchez 
and reaching the Red River is under water. 
The flood creeps down cypress-shadowed glades, 
under gloomy pines and into recesses where 
trailing vines or creepers exclude the sunlight. 
Deer in thousands are driven to the islets. 
Squatters in their canoes find there the game 
they kill for skins or feathers that will sell. 
Farmers save their families on rafts. 

“T have floated on the Mississippi and Ohio 
when thus swollen, and have in different places 

visited the submerged lands of the interior, pro- 
pelling a light canoe by the aid of a paddle. In 
this manner I have traversed immense portions of 
the country overflowed by the waters of these 
rivers, and particularly when floating over the 
Mississippi bottom lands have I been struck with 
awe at the sight. Little or no current is met with, 
unless when the canoe passes over the bed of a 
bayou. All is silent and melancholy, unless when 
he mournful bleating of the hemmed-in deer 
reaches the ear, or the dismal scream of an eagle 
or heron is heard, or the foul bird rises, disturbed 
by your approach from the carcass on which it 
was allaying its craving appetite. Bears, cougars, 
lynxes, and all other quadrupeds that can ascend 
the trees, are observed crouched among the top 
branches; hungry in the midst of abundance, 
although they see floating around them the animals 
on which they usually prey, they dare not venture 
to swim to them. Fatigued by the exertions they 
have made in reaching dry land, they will 
there stand the hunter's fire, as if to die by a ball 
were better than to perish amid the waste of 
waters. On occasions like this all these animals 
are shot by hundreds.” . 

Actzeon Audubon was happy at tables spread 
with simple, and ill at ease at those spread 
with sumptuous fare. In Great Egg Harbour 
he lived in the house of a fisherman-gunner, 
with whom he rowed and shot when collecting 
certain birds known there by the name of 
“lawyers,” and he recalls the woods in which 
the herons bred, the joyous cries of the marsh 
hens, the terns dancing in the air, the white- 
breasted sea-gulls, the curious fish he sent to 
Cuvier, and the fish called a “ Sheep’s-head” 
they caught in eddies, with garrulous delight. 
He felt at home among the woodsmen on the 
Lehigh river, and no doubt laughed heartily 
over the adventure in which eight woodmen 
with their hatchets attacked eight bears, and 
it was the woodmen who ran away. 

One of the seven chapters called ‘Florida 
Episodes’ is devoted to deer-hunting. Driving 
seems to be practised in Florida as in Germany. 
“Still” hunting is what is called stalking in 
the Scotch Highlands, but “ fire-light” hunting 





is, we presume, unknown in Europe. The fire 
or forest light is obtained by burning resinous 
pine-knots in an old frying-pan. Thehunters ride 
into the forest, leaping over trunks, stumbling 
into moss-holes, and forcing a way through 
grape-vines and saplings. The first horseman car- 
ries the blazing pine-knot. The hunter carrying 
the gun watches how the light pierces the dark- 
ness until he discerns two feeble reflections 
from the eyes of a deer or wolf, and then he 
approaches, aims, fires, kills, Good shooting is 
so common there that the courteous question 
is, “ What have you killed?” not “ What have 
you shot at?” 

The work which Audubon effected could not 
have been done by a Narcissus. The heron 
which Audubon named Ardea occidentalis was 
obtained by hauling and pushing his boat for 
nine miles over mud flats under excessive 
heat; and once, when swimming in the deep 
channel of a mangrove isle he found himself 
much nearer a large shark than he ever wished 
to be again. The Florida wreckers do not 
bear a good name, but Audubon found them 
hospitable, obliging, and agreeable fellows, who 
presented him with corals, shells, turtles, and 
eggs. When associating with the turtlers of 
the Tortugas, and observing their ways of 
catching turtle—green, hawk-billed, and logger- 
head—one of the latter species, with his power- 
ful beak, made a surprisingly deep indentation 
in the iron fluke of the anchor of the vessel. 
Audubon lived among the lumberers of Maine, 
observing how they felled their timber, and 
broke down the barriers of their dams. An 
interesting chapter on cod-fishing on the coast 
of Labrador attests with what attention and 
sympathy he could enter into the pursuits of 
brave and industrious men. Indeed, he draws 
friendly and flattering portraits of every kind 
of men he met in wild places, Indians, hunters, 
turtlers, lumberers, and wreckers, whilst he 
depicts in hideous hues the eggers of Labrador 
as drunken and filthy murderers of each other 
and exterminators of birds; for he could not 
procure a single young guillemot until after 
they had left the coast. Whilst his vessel was 
lying off the coast, Audubon consoles himself 
after a hurricane by recording that he had 
drawn three shore larks, the first drawn by 
man, and added a new species, the Labrador 
falcon, to the ‘ Birds of America.’ 

Such were the two sides of the character of 
John James Audubon—the Narcissus and 
Acton aspects of the man. The explanation 
of the contrasts is not hard to find: in European 
society he was begging subscriptions ; in Ame- 
rican wildernesses he was gathering specimens ; 
here, his self-love was wounded by rebuffs— 
there, his self-esteem was conscious of services 
to art and science. 

Much vanity and boasting may be forgiven 
to a man who had rankling in his memory such 
incidents as occurred between Audubon and the 
old Baron Rothschild. The bird-painter and his 
son Victor had a letter of introduction to the 
banker. They waited a few minutes in the private 
office. Soonacorpulent mancame in with his face 
red from walking, and, hitching up his trousers, 
dropped his fat body into a comfortable chair. 
He took no notice of them, and sat while they 
stood, hat in hand, and then Audubon, with a 
step forward and a bow, delivered his creden- 
tials. “Is this a letter of introduction or a 
letter of business?” “I cannot tell.” The 
banker read it. ‘ This is only a letter of intro- 
duction, and I expect from its contents that 
you are the publisher of some book or other, 
and need my subscription.” Swallowing his 
indignation at this arrogant style, Audubon 
said, “I should be honoured by your subscrip- 
tion.” “Sir, I never sign my name to any 
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subscription list, but you may send in your 
work, and I will pay for a copy of it. Gentle. 
men, I am busy, and I wish you good morning.” 
A few days afterwards the first volume, haif. 
bound, and all the published numbers were 
sent. Number after number was sent, and 
after eight or ten months the account was taken 
to Rothschild by Mr. Havill, the engraver, 
“What! a hundred pounds for birds !” exclaimed 
Rothschild. Why, sir, I will give you five 
pounds, and not a farthing more.” The book 
was sent back to the engraver’s shop, and after- 
wards sold to a Savannah merchant with a 
lighter purse and a nobler heart. Legal pro. 
ceedings would have been too costly. 

The last years of Audubon were spent hap- 
pily with his wife and his two sons, and their 
children, under one roof. He died in January, 
1851. 

Whilst thanking Mr. Robert Buchanan 
and Mrs. Audubon for a readable and inter- 
esting book, we must record a wish for a life 
of Audubon, which shall- be written by an 
ornithologist, and illustrated by an artist with 
coloured sun-pictures.

One of the most widely read books of recent 
seasons was by Her Majesty; no royal authoress 
has had so many readers for their works as our 
Soveriegn ; the Lady of the Land showed to 
hundreds of thousands among her subjects, not 
alone the happy interior of the great household, 
but gave them a lesson in the art of making 
any home happy by hearty willingness to please 
and to be pleased. Genially and graciously she 
led her readers along the coasts of these realms, 
into little harbours and great arsenals, by head- 
lands famous with the names of battles, and 
lonely and nameless islets of the sea. She took 
them to Ireland and Balmoral, and thence 
through the Highlands, so that whilst we shared 
her pleasures and roused our memories of many 
lovely scenes, we got glimpses of royal thoughts 
and fancies, and of royal and personal incidents 
which were always gentle and kindly, often 
pathetic. We get hints of the Queen’s doings 
at home, the making of sketches and artistic 
memoranda of places, of things, and of even 
men and women which were met with in the 
way. These were additional to the pleasant 
notes which Mr. Helps edited for the people, 
but until now, for lack of them, the record was 
imperfect. We could tax our memories or rouse 
our imaginations for the scenes the royal tourist 
had enjoyed, but it was hard to miss the aid 
of Art in Her Majesty’s service. 

Fortunate are Her Majesty’s readers in this 
new and splendid edition of her first book of 
travels. As Mr. Helps felicitously says, What 
would not one give for a record similar to this, 
and of the home-life and personal movements 
of Queen Elizabeth! Such a record, illustrated 
thus, would be invaluable, but certainly not 
more pleasing than this one. The daughter of 
King Henry believed herself, and probably 
was, competent on the virginals. We have 
heard of her dancing, grand damsel as she was; 
but all these gracious accomplishments are lost 
to us now; whereas, such is the happy way of 
art, Queen Victoria’s skill with the pencil faces 
her subjects at once, and always in the pleasant 
ways of home. Her sketches illustrate her 
words; her words her sketches. Here is the 
stag that “ Albert” shot “a little way beyond

The Sacred City of the Hindis: an Account of 
Benares in Ancient and Modern Times. By 
the Rev. M. A. Sherring, M.A., with 
an Introduction by Fitzedward Hall, Esq. 
(Tritbner & Co.) 


Ix some respects Benares is one of the most 
interesting cities in the world. What Jerusalem 
is to the Jews and Christians, and Mecca and 
Madinah to the Muslims, that Benares is to 
the Hindu, and something more. It is the cradle | 
of his faith, the great object of his pilgrimages, 
and the place where he wishes to die. But, 
besides this, Benares is one of the oldest cities 
in the world, and built up in its mosques, espe- 
cially in that of Aurangzeb, near the Bishesh- 
war Temple, are remains of Buddhist temples, 
which are probably nearly as old as Buddhism 
itself. Including Sarnath in Benares, we cannot 
but have our attention powerfully attracted to 
a place which is not only the sacred city of the 
Hindus, but also the spot where the religion of 
one-fourth of the human race was first preached. 
“Tt is a fact,” says Mr. Sherring, “ admitting 
of no dispute, that ‘Sdkhy’a Muni, the last and 
only really historical Buddha, on attaining the 
mysterious condition of Buddhahood, under 
the Bodha tree, in the neighbourhood of Gayd, 
travelled to Benares, and proceeded to the 
Isipattana Vihdra, or monastery, now known 
as Sdrndth. This may have been in the sixth 
century B.c.” Add to all this that Benares is 
fall of picturesque buildings, that it has num- 
berless historic associations and recollections, 
and that the most perfect language upon earth 
can nowhere be studied to such advantage as 
there, and we have said enough to show that 

lr. Sherring has chosen a worthy subject for 
his volume. 





Europeans and the Benares mutineers took 
place should be clearly indicated in the plan. 
Benares has often figured in history, and de- 
serves a narrative to itself. Not to go back far, 
we may mention the remarkable demonstration, 
pregnant with warning to incautious Indian 
statesmen, which took place at the Sacred City 
with reference to the house-tax in 1813, and 
which led to the repeal of that obnoxious im- 
post. 

But after making every deduction, Mr. Sher- 
ring’s book remains a very valuable Indian 
topographical work, with a most interesting 
concluding chapter about the present religious 
agitation in India. From this we extract the 
following passage :— 


“To extend these observations, so as to include 
within their scopethe entire peninsula of Hindustan, 
and, at the same time, to bring them to a conclusion, 
I would remark, that the results of missions in India 
are not surpassed by anything that has been 
accomplished, of a religious character, in modern 
times, either in England, or in America, or in any 
quarter of the globe. These results are both direct 
and indirect; direct, in the way of conversions 
from the heathen; indirect, in regard to the 
general enlightenment and progress of the people, 
incident to the operation of Christian Truth and 
European Civilization upon their minds. It is 
progress in sound knowledge, in thought, in the 
quickening of conscience, and in true religion. 
Christianity is now a power in India, a felt and 
acknowledged power, which men of all castes and 
ranks, including Hindus of the strictest sects, 
respect and fear. What is the great prominent 
question at this moment agitating no small portion 
of the millions of India? Not the increased social 
happiness and prosperity of the people, nor the 
augmentation of commerce and trade, nor the vast 
improvements in the country,—visible on every 
hand, wonderful as they all are,—but this, What 
is Truth ? What constitutes religion? What is the 
destiny of Idolatry, and what that of Christianity, 
in the coming ages ? The people are thinking, com- 
paring, arguing,—not knowing exactly what to do. 
India is much in the condition of Rome previously 
to the baptism of the Emperor Constantine. Idola- 
try, here as there, now as then, is falling into 
disgrace. Men are becoming wiser. Truth, in its 
clearness and power, is gradually entering their 
minds, and changing their habits and lives. India 
is undergoing an intellectual and also a moral and 
religious revolution. The Past is slowly losing its 
bewitching influence over the public mind. The 
Hindu dares to think, and has ever dared, —though 
he lacks the courage to act up to new convictions ; 
—yet the inspiration of earnestness has entered his 
breast; and, as his convictions become fixed and 
definite, he will, I doubt not, fling away from him 
the weight of prejudice and custom, which has 





oppressed him so cruelly and so long. Let us not 
forget what the grace of God can do, and what it 
has already done. It can change the heart of the 
polite, metaphysical, idol-loving Hindu, just as it 
has changed the heart of the savage African and 
New Zealander. It can bring him, humble, self- 
abased, stripped of pride and vain-glory, to the 
foot of the Cross, to crave there meekly the for- 
giveness of his sins. Religious controversies and 
excitements are always the most momentous, and, 
perhaps, in the end, most productive of beneficial 
results. The violent mental commotions of the 
Middle Ages, the extraordinary religious awaken- 
ing at their close, produced the most stupendous 
consequences for good. And who shall say what 
the intellectual and religious awakening of India, 
which has just commenced, will not produce? No 
prophet is needed to tell the issue. It will infalli- 
bly produce, for India, all that the Reformation has 
produced for England and the world. It must 
extinguish idolatry, must break in pieces its 
images, must wipe out its distinguishing symbols 
and signs, must destroy its temples, must cleanse 
the land of its foulness; so that, perhaps in many 
places, as in some of the islands of the South Seas, 
no traces of its previous existence will be discover- 
able. It will annihilate caste; it will clear the 
atmosphere of superstitious and impure rites ; and 
the praises of the Great Creator, the One Living 
and True God, will be sung, in His sanctuaries, 
from one end of the land to the other.” 

We cannot conclude without mentioning Dr. 
Hall’s learned Preface. This, though perhaps 
caviare to the general reader, will be extremely 
useful to the student. With regard to the ety- 
mology of the name of the city, we incline to that 
given in Wilson’s Dictionary, “best water,” 
meaning the Ganges, on whose bank the city 
is built. 





A Glossary of the Cleveland Dialect ; Explana- 
tory, Derivative, and Critical. By the Rev. 
J.C. Atkinson. (J. R. Smith.) 

Up in his remote Yorkshire living, Mr. Atkin- 

son, while studying the ways of the beasts of 

the field and the manners of the birds of the 
air, and giving the fruits of his studies to the 
public, has been quietly noting the forms and 
fashions of speech which still prevail in Cleve- 
land,—though not so exclusively there as Mr. 
Atkinson would seem to think. General inter- 
course is fast abolishing provincial varieties of 
sound. <A traveller putting his foot for the first 
time in a Yorkshire inn,—at Sheffield, for in- 
stance,—is no longer likely to be puzzled by 
the native chamber-maid’s information that 

“‘t?soaap’s ’t waater-deesh an’ t’ waater-deesh’s 

t?windy” ; and the Kentish clerk in Ridley’s 

old church at Herne has long been dead who 
used to lead the responses at the reading of the 

Decalogue, in accents that might stir the defunct 

King Ethelbert, “Lor rumsey puns ’n’ incline 

rarts to kip’s lor!” 

Whether Ethelbert and his courtiers did or 
did not talk after this fashion, the tongue up 
in Yorkshire wagged to rougher sounds than in 
Kent. It is still so. A Yorkshire horse-dealer 
at a south of England fair is almost as unintel- 
ligible as a haif-educated foreigner. A Northern 
native who has been long absent from his county 
—let us say a Giggleswick parson, who ex- 
changes a Devonshire living for one in his 
native district—is surprised at a difference for 
which he should have been prepared. He re- 
cognizes the dear old Beotian, so utterly dif- 
ferent from the lazy yet not unmusical, and 
equally ancient, accent of the South. A Greek 
of old would not have found more difference 
between Athens and Labadia. 

In Cleveland, the Dane left his mark. Mr. 
Atkinson is quite right on this point; but the 
brand is to be seen as strong, deep, and partly 
as indelible in other country districts. There is, 
to name one of a hundred instances, a Butter- 
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wick in Lincolnshire as well as in Cleveland. | 
Then all the words are not Danish which Mr. 
Atkinson calls such. “Parlous” is not even 
peculiar to Cleveland, and if it stand there now 
as an equivalent for “ greatly,” “terribly” (from 
the Danish ferlich, as Mr. Atkinson says it is), 
it has changed the meaning it had in England 
in Shakspeare’s days, when the poet made 
Glo’ster say of his more froward nephew, 
— oh ’tis a parlous boy, 

Bold, quick, ingenious, forward, capable. 
Other words that have died out have a musical 
sound which makes us regret them till we know 
their meaning. Arvul, for a “burial,” is ex- 
tinct. It simply meant hwr-ale, the burial feast, 
when sons drank themselves into the paternal 
inheritance. Mr. Atkinson speaks of the death 
garlands which used to be hung up in the 
churches in memory of deceased maidens. Of 
such were the “ virgin crants” of Ophelia ; but 
they were not always for those who died in 
maidenhood. There is one still hanging in the 
cathedral at St. Albans; it is in honour ofa 
young wife, who died within a year of her being 
wed. 

Among the Cleveland, or Northern, phrases 
still in use, some would puzzle people nearer to 
the matter born than a foreigner: “I wish they 
were all aback or beyont,” is applied to persons 
occasioning annoyance. “ It wets aboon-heead,” 
is in English “ it rains.” A lad who is “ anom- 
sker aboot gannan to sea,” is mad to be a sailor. 
“ Atter-cop” is a spider, and “spinner-mesh” is 
his web. What is a revolting word in the south 
is not so, in many instances, in the north, where 
“bloody” retains its primitive meaning of ex- 
cellence. In a county where races of men and 
horses were much valued, the word was warrant 
for untainted genealogy. “A disput bloody- 
looking lahtle meear” is a proper definition of 
a mare who has the air of being of the right 
sort. Other words have wandered from their 
source. Our author has not recorded that to be 
in a boggle, was to be in a difficulty of which 
some demon, good or bad, was the cause; and 
the ancient Bogey has to do with this, as Pan 
has with panic. 

If Mr. Atkinson had given only the gene- 
rally uncommon words which are in particu- 
larly common use in Cleveland, his Dictionary 
would not have been of the extent to which it 
has reached. Further, the compiler has included 
words that belong to universal slang. Thus, we 
have “slope,” to get off without paying what is 
due—an omnibus fare or the rent. It belongs 
at once to pure old slang and to the highest 
modern poetry. Walt Whitman might say 
“ Let’s slope,” for the word has gone over the 
Atlantic, perhaps following the constellation 
which the gentleman used to see outside 
Locksley Hall—“ great Orion sloping slowly to 
the West !” But there are other words, of better 
descent, which Mr. Atkinson would have been 
authorized to include. He has “ Cadger,” 
which he questionably derives from the Saxon, 
but he has not, what is often heard in the 
north, as in the south, “Cad.” Now, these 
words are first-cousins, and a Cad is not of 
Saxon family. In British “Cad,” in Welsh 
“Caeth,” means a slave, a fellow only worthy 
of bonds; a mere churl, little better than the 
clod, his slavery in connexion with which pro- 
duced the term “clod-hopper.” Neither do we 
find an equally common word in the north, 
but the editor has probably not heard it in 
Cleveland, namely “Chum.” 7'o chum was, in 
Celtic, to do nothing. When two helped each 
other at that sort of work they chummed to- 
gether. Now, it simply implies companionship. 
In France it retains its old Celtic meaning. 
“Chomer” is to be without work, voluntarily. 
Otherwise, “Chomage” is the chumming, or | 


doing nothing, equally of those who will not 
work and of those who would but cannot 
find employment. Again, Mr. Atkinson gives 
us “ Mugger,” a travelling dealer in earthen- 
ware,” but he has not got “Mug,” the 
earthenware article from which the Mugger 
was so called. Now a mug is a mug, 


because the latter word is “face,” which was 
the chief adornment of our ale-pitchers. Such 
ale-pitchers are also called Joliments in Cleve- 
| land, and Mr. Atkinson does not well see why. 


It is, we think, because of the jowl or face orna- 
| ment upon it. On the other hand, jollous implies 
| a look of being well fed. The Jol feasts of the 
| Norseman lead us to the source; and a jolly 
face is a Yule face, a Christmas “mug,” bright 
| with beef, pudding and good drink. With regard 
| to mug, we should notice that in Hood’s Por- 
| trait Club, held at an ale-house, the members 
were recommended to “ bring their own mugs,” 
which was an excellent joke. The word, in its 
French form, has still its serious meaning. 
Morgue is a countenance, as well as the dead- 
house where bodies await recognition. It is the 
name of the wicket in prisons, where the turn- 
keys closely look into the face, morgue, or mug 
of every one who passes. Those turnkeys are 
thus called morgueurs ; and probably our word 
to mock, imitating a man to his own face, has 
some relationship with this curious word. 

A thorough north-country word is “fettle,” 
with half-a-dozen meanings, all tending to sig- 
nify something completely effected. To fettle a 
house is to “right side” it, or put it in perfect 
order, another phrase which Mr. Atkinson has 
not set down in his list; but he has “throng” 
for busy, which is perhaps the commonest word 
in all the three Ridings. It is one word of great 
significance ; but the northern folk are not 
always so concise, as for example when they 
speak of “a lang lallopy lass as lazy as she’s 
lang.” It’s as alliterative as the Kentish desig- 
nation of one of the Kentish villages—“ Long, 
lean, lazy, lousy, lanky Lewisham.” 

With these annotations we leave Mr. Atkin- 
son’s excellent work tothe philologists and others 
interested more especially in the English lan- 
guage. From beginning to end the book is full 
of instruction and, we may add, of amusement. 
The latter is to be found in samples of local 
speech and of local customs. The volume is a 
marvel, considering the difficulties the editor 
had to encounter: they would have been in- 
surmountable by men of less heart, hope, and 
perseverance. 





NEW NOVELS. 

On the Brink: a Novel. By Sir Francis Vin- 
cent, Bart. 3 vols. (Chapman & Hall.) 
ArTer laying down this novel the first reflec- 
tions that suggest themselves are, that we are 
bound to describe it as a decidedly sensational 
one, and as one decidedly above the average 
in merit; and to pre-advise its readers and ours 
that all of them who go in for the sensation 
school of fiction must not estimate its merits by 
the first volume. The early part of the tale is 
tame and garrulous: the last half thoroughly 
up to the mark. To anybody, therefore, who 
cares more that a story should be ben trovato 
than that it should be vero, we tender this 
recommendation—not to judge by first appear- 
ances. The end of the book is so much better 
than the beginning as to make perseverance 
worth while. 

Who will like it and who will not is of 
course another question. Those who will not 
like it are all who object to tales hinging on 
bigamy, adultery, and perilous Platonic friend- 
ships between married ladies and single gentle- 
men “on the brink.” Those who will like it 








are the class to whom not only plots like Mrs, 
Norton’s in ‘Lost and Saved,’ and Miss Mar. 
ryat’s in ‘ Love’s Conflict, give 
All sorts of pleasure and no sort of pain, 

but to whom a very stirring appendix to the 
‘Romance of the Peerage,’ founded on imagi- 
nation, gives additional attractions. Sir Francis 
Vincent's book is certainly a romance of the 
aristocracy—a very aristocratic romance indeed, 
Untitled commoners, in fact, are a great deal 
too scarce for plebeian comfort ; and when they 
do intrude themselves on one’s attention it js 
only, with one or two exceptions, to prove 
themselves not worth cultivating. The chief mis. 
fortune of the leading actors is that they are all 
too unexceptionally illustrious for the common 
ruck of novel-readers to feel quite easy with 
them. Nevertheless, on the whole, they behave 
very well,—much better than some folks 
would probably think life-like; and with the 
exception of a cardinal sin or two, are as re- 
spectable as they are blue-blooded. 

As our rule is, with a novel worth reading, 
we abstain from giving the plot,—a gift 
unkind both to author and reader. It js 
not a very original plot, but it is one not 
only well elaborated (at a little too much 
length), but well told; told, we mean, in good 
vigorous English, and with the pen of a 
gentleman. Love-stories are almost always 
either “creepy-crawlingly” sentimental, or 
genial and healthy. This one (apart from its 
naughty element) is emphatically of the latter 
sort. A gentleman in love with a married lady 
living apart from her husband, and a married 
lady equally in love with the gentleman, and 
excused by innumerable wrongs into the bar. 
gain, run a great risk of making their com- 

any a nuisance, and tumbling over “the 

rink” also. Both these leading characters of 
the book are successful in avoiding the double 
risk, and what is more, in behaving as sensibly 
as they could well be expected to behave under 
the circumstances. They are not masterpieces 
of creative art, any more than anybody else in 
the volumes; but it is a matter of great doubt 
whether any sensation novel could be found 
combining strength of character with resem- 
blance to real life. The author has preferred 
reality, and we thank him for his choice. 


Buried Alone: a Story. By a New Writer. 
(Tinsley Brothers.) 
WE do not remember any novel that has left 
a pleasanter impression behind it than: this 
single volume. Its story, strange as it is, is s0 
pretty—the actors in the little drama all play 
their part so well—and so many of its passages 
are good, that the “New Writer” (whom we 
shall venture to speak of as “she”) deserves 
a welcome into the arena of light literature. 
Beginning her career in this unpretentious 
way, she has started with two principles which 
we sincerely hope success will never induce 
her to abandon : the selection of a good foun- 
dation to build upon, and a determination not 
to run any risk of building too high. Out of 
the materials of ‘Buried Alone, a hardened 
offender in novel-spinning certainly could, 
and probably would, have woven a fabric of 
thrice the size and one-third the valtie. We 
tender the author thanks on our own behalf, 
and congratulations on hers, that she has re 
sisted successfully this too seductive tempts 
tion. She may accept the compliment, that of 
her three hundred and thirteen pages we do 
not grudge herone. In one respect, indeed, the 
book is positively a curiosity. Adapted to the 
stage, it would provide parts, we believe, for 
less than a dozen actors, and of these not one 
would be a “supernumerary”! It is so rarely 
that one comes across a novel where “ padding,” 
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in the shape of a crowd of hangers-on, does 
not make the story drag and tease, that such 
a characteristic is worthy of special notice 
and special praise. The result of this experi- 
ment—for it may fairly be called one—is 
satisfactory. No tale could be more straight- 
forward. It is a strange one, as we have 
said,—an improbable one, in fact. An exiled 
Polish nobleman hires himself as valet to an 
English gentleman, who abets his brother 
in ruining the Pole’s fiancée. In deliberate 
revenge, the servant steals his master’s only 
daughter and rums away with her, and on his 
death-bed reveals the secret of her birth, dying 
just too soon to finish his story, and tell her 
where the documents are hid which will sup- 
ply names and proofs. In time she finds herself 
under the same roof with her unknown parents 
in Naples, where the great Weber has adopted 
her as his child and installed her as the future 
prima donna of his Opera House. Then comes, 
of course, the orthodox happy catastrophe and 
the end. In truth, however, the plot, well 
written and well kept up as it is, is the least 
charm of the book. It is in the faculty of 
painting life-like and full-length portraits 
of beautiful characters that the author’s 
strength is to be found. The dedication is, 
“To my Mother ; for whose sake I will hold 
the world good”; and it is impossible to look 
at the portrait of Lady Haredale without feel- 
ing a conviction that something more real than 
imagination—something in the form of mourn- 
ful memories and filial love—has given to that 
picture its elaboration and its charm. We 
select her especially from the little company, 
because of this belief that she is really the inspir- 
ation and centre-piece of the tale. The one who 
suggests the title is just as charming and just 
as life-like ; but, except that he is by particular 
request “buried alone” after his early death, 
and that he was a fine fellow while he lived, 
there is no more reason why the volume should 
_ been christened by this name than any 
other. 


Not Times Fool. By Morley Farrow. 3 vols. 
(Tinsley Brothers.) 


‘Hamperton, the Financier, and other tales, 
by an author who has changed his nom de 
plume from Mark Francis to Morley Farrow, 
were rudely constructed and, upon the whole, 
feeble things: but they contained enough in- 
dications of humour and latent force to justify 
a good-natured critic in hoping that after 
serving a laborious apprenticeship to the lite- 
rary craft their writer would take his place 
amongst fairly efficient workmen. This fourth 
essay by an aspirant who has been judged 
with leniency, however, renders it certain 
that literature is not the vocation in which 
he is to do any good either for himself 
or the public. A loose, rambling book, 
altogether devoid of plot, and possessing no 
element of interest, it relates in poor Eng- 
lish the fortunes of a young man, who makes 
love to two or three women, adopts the 
literary profession with slight qualifications 
of brain and culture, and after divers disap- 
pointments in art and love achieves celebrity by 
a book, Of this work it is recorded, “ By one of 
those freaks of fortune not uncommon in these 
days, the book had started up into sudden and 
great popularity ; and the author—like some one 
else—‘ woke up one morning and found him- 
self famous.” No such freak of fortune ever 
occurred; and there is no delusion more mis- 
chievous than that of “fortune” being con- 
cerned in literary success. 





Hwa Tsien Ki—The Flowery Scroll: a Chinese 
Novel, Translated and illustrated with 
Notes, by Sir John Bowring, LL.D. (Allen.) 

Ir a people are to be judged by their literature, 

we cannot be far wrong in styling the Chinese 

pedantic, pompous, affected and inane. It 
would be easy to prove this from the books 
they regard as their classics. But let us take 
the novel before us, which, no doubt, is a toler- 
able reflex of Chinese genteel life. The plot, to 
begin with, is the most jejune imaginable, with 


an astounding hyperbole at the end. It resem- | 


bles a squib that fizzes disagreeably for a long 
time, and then goes off with a bang that makes 
the ear ache. A youth named Liang is sent 
with some birthday gifts to his aunt Yao, and 
falls in love with his cousin, Miss Yao Sien. 
Instead of proposing for or to her at once, he 
passes months in blubbering in secret and 
wiping his eyes with his long sleeves. The 
young lady is ov given to these pro- 
voking “ waterworks,” and repays him tear for 
tear in a way which would have exasperated 
Mr. Sam Weller to madness. But not content 
with this silliness, the lovers indulge in long 
thapsodies about the moon, the blossoms of the 
peach-tree, and so forth. Notwithstanding his 
despair, the broken-hearted Liang is careful 
“to arrange his garments” every time he gets 
up or sits down during his lamentations. In 
the mean time, his father, in ignorance of what 
is going on, engages him to another young lady, 
one Miss Yu Khing. When Liang hears this 
anguish-awaking news, he falls down like a 
corpse, and is brought to his senses only by the 
severe, but rather homely, expedient of admin- 
istering to him a powerful dose of pills. 

The administration of the cathartic puts an 
end to the cold water system on which the 
lovers have been living, and introduces the 
flaring hyperbole with which the story con- 
cludes. Miss Yao Sien’s father, who is an old 
Mandarin on the frontier, is suddenly attacked 
by 100,000 “accursed rebels.” As soon as this 
news is brought, Liang, who by the effect of 
the wonderful pills before spoken of has been 
sufficiently invigorated to pass a successful 
examination, is made a duke by the Emperor, 
and sent off with 100,000 true men to decapi- 
tate the 100,000 rebels. Unfortunately, his 
valiant soldiers are seized with a panic, and 
there not being a sufficient supply of pills to 
invigorate such a numerous host, they run 
away or are slain by the rebels, save a few, 
who with Liang are shut up in a mountain. 
On this, Miss Yu attempts to drown herself, 
but, contrary to rule in China, is picked up by 
some boatmen. Reinforcements are now sent 
to Liang, who makes a sortie, and kills half-a- 
million out of the 100,000 rebels (this feat is a 
trifle in a Chinese novel), returns to the Em- 

eror, and is wedded by imperial decree, first to 
Miss Yao, and then to Miss Yu; after which, 
to show his goodwill to both, he takes the two 
handmaids of each as concubines, and provides 
them all round with babies. The moral of the 
tale is not mentioned. 

So much for the story, which is fatuous 
enough to please the worst taste. In justice to 
the Chinese, however, it is only fair to say that 
the national character is redeemed from the 
imputation of idiotcy, which writings such as 
these would naturally fasten on it, by traits of 
cunning and cruelty not to be equalled by per- 
haps any other race. Some instances of these 
stronger parts of the Chinese mind may be 
foundin the notes to this book. Sir J. Bowring 
tells us that the Governor of Kiang Su offered 
to him to behead six innocent men, who were 
on their knees ready for execution, to make 
up for the rudeness of quite a different party. 








In another place he says: “I remember one 
of our servants quietly reporting that his wife 
had hanged herself that morning; he said it 
was very improper, for she had chosen a day 
when he was particularly busy.” To make up 
for this barbarous indifference regarding those 
who ought to be dearest to them, the Chinese 
have a number of polite phrases, with which 
they are ready on all occasions to load strangers. 
Of the juniors of their own family they speak 
in the most contemptuous terms. Thus, a 
man calls his own wife “the mean one inside,” 
or “the family foolish one”; and if he have 


| but one son, he will say, “ Mine is a niggardly 


fate : I have only one little bug!” 





The Life of William Ewart Gladstone. By John 

MGilchrist. (Cassell, Petter & Galpin.) 
Onty the other day Mr. John M‘Gilchrist was 
extolling Mr. Disraeli as one of England’s 
brightest and noblest statesmen; and now he 
rises on the literary platform to say pleasant 
things of Mr. Disraeli’s official successor. The 
way in which he eulogized so recently the 
Premier of the moment induced us to sup- 
pose that in the present memoir he would be 
consistently uncivil to the Premier of to-day ; 
but the prophet who blesses the author of 
‘Vivian Grey’ declines to curse the captain of 
the liberal army. So far as a man, whose heart 
belongs to the Conservatives, can use his clever 
pen in behalf of their enemies, Mr. M‘Gilchrist 
justifies the supporters of the statesman whom 
Mr. Disraeli’s followers abhor. “Open to all 
parties, and influenced by none,” like the 
column of correspondence in a provincial 
journal, the author, who a fortnight since could 
not disguise his approval of the last Premier’s 
financial measures and triumphant management 
of the new Reform Bill, announces in the pre- 
face to his present performance that he “has 
not concealed his admiration of Mr. Gladstone 
in the fields of fiscal and electoral reform.” The 
surprise which this declaration occasioned us 
gave way to amusement when, on turning to 
the only parts of the memoir where the 
liberal leader’s reform policy is alluded to, 
we sought in vain for a single phrase expressive 
of this admiration which the author declares 
his powerlessness to disguise. “On the 12th of 
March, 1866, Mr. Gladstone introduced the Re- 
form Bill which will continue identified with his 
name, and frankly and unreservedly announced 
that the Government staked their existence on 
the issue they had raised. ... After a week’s 
suspense and anxiety, Earl Russell and Mr. 
Gladstone stated that the ministers had deter- 
mined upon the alternative of resignation. This 
greatly chagrined not a few of the Adullamites, 
who had not contemplated such a result. But 
Mr. Gladstone reminded his auditors of his ex- 
pressed determination to stand or fall by his 
measure. He might have reminded them that 
he not only besought them to be wise, but to 
be wise in time.” Since these are the most 
enthusiastic sentences in the meagre paragraphs 
which refer to the abortive Reform Bill of 
1866, and since the memoir makes no mention 
whatever of the Reform struggle of 1868, in 
which the writer lately represented that Mr. 
Gladstone was nothing more than a puppet in 
the hands of a completely victorious adver- 
sary, most readers will be of opinion that 
Mr. M‘Gilchrist has succeeded better than he 
imagines in “ concealing his admiration of Mr. 
Gladstone in the fields of.... electoral re- 
form.” But enough of the way in which the 
scribe trims his sails in the service of a firm 
of popular publishers, whose representative 
biographies are intended to offend as few and 
please as many people as possible. 
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But though we cannot commend Mr. M‘Gil- 
christ’s superficial and unsympathetic and some- 
what disingenuous survey of Mr. Gladstone’s 
public services, he has gathered together some 
particulars which will be perused with satis- 
faction by the bulk of the statesman’s admirers, 
although it is probable that they have been 
produced rather with a view to injure him in 
quarters where patrician descent is regarded 
as one of the requisites in a great parliamentary 
chief. 

In a speech delivered at Glasgow towards 
the close of his last tenure of office, Mr. Glad- 
stone, alluding to his extraction, observed that, 
though born in England, he had not a drop of 
English blood in his veins. Descended from 
Scotch ancestors, who, after maintaining for 
several generations a respectable status amongst 
the humbler yeomanry of Lanarkshire, ex- 
changed the vocation of agriculture for the 
pursuits of commerce in the latter half of the 
seventeenth century, William Ewart Gladstone 
is a descendant in the fifth generation from 
John Gladstanes, of Gladstanes of Arthurshiel, 
a small Scotch laird, who sold his farm to one 
James Brown, of Edmonstoun, and died some- 
where about the year 1680. Having lost their 
title to rank amongst owners of land, the chil- 
dren of this John Gladstanes of Charles the 
Second’s time became tradesmen of humble 
degree in the locality where their forefathers 
had been industrious tillers of the soil. The 
manufacture of malt was the industry to which 
several of the family turned their energies. 
Settling at Biggar, a village whose population 
did not at that time greatly exceed a thousand 
souls, the laird John’s eldest son, William, 
became a maltster, and dying in 1728, was 
buried in Liberton churchyard. Of the offspring 
of this obscure but worthy person, two fol- 
lowed their father’s business with considerable 
success, Grizell (the only daughter) married a 
dyer named Thomas Cosh, and a third son, 
after failing in business and sinking to fill the 
lowly offices of a bellman and grave-digger to 
a parish church, passed from the world in 1784. 
The most successful of these four children was 
John Gladstone, of whom the author records— 
“Like so many of his kin, he was a maltman, 
and burgess of Biggar, keeper of the Baron’s 
Girnell, an active Freemason, and elder of 
the kirk. His name very frequently occurs in 
the annals of the town during the former 
half of the eighteenth century. By his in- 
dustry he acquired the means to purchase 
the small farm of Midtoftcombs. He died on 
the Ist of June, 1756, aged sixty-three.” 
This John Gladstone, of Midtoftcombs, had 
eleven children, five sons and six daughters; 
of which progeny Thomas, the fourth son, 
became so prosperous a corn-merchant at Leith, 
that he was able to “do well,” as the phrase 
goes, by his numerous family of sixteen chil- 
dren, of whom seven sons and five daughters 
arrived at maturity. The eldest of this strong 
party of brothers and sisters died at Fasque, 
Kincardineshire, 1851, in his eighty-eighth 
year, after having gained the honour of a baro- 
netcy, played a conspicuous part in politics, 
won a foremost place amongst the merchant 
princes of Great Britain, and witnessed the 
elevation of his son, William Ewart, to the 
highest class of political actors. Of this sin- 
gularly fortunate and honourable merchant, 
whose long life comprised nearly every triumph 
and happiness for which an Englishman born 
in the middle rank of society and following 
commercial pursuits can reasonably hope to 
experience, Mr. M‘Gilchrist writes in the fol- 
lowing terms :— 

“John, afterwards Sir John, was born in Leith 
’n 1763. He lived to reach his eighty-eighth year, 





and after a most prosperous career, died at his 
mansion at Fasque, in Kincardineshire, in 1851. 
When John was just of age, he was sent by his 
father to Liverpool, to sell a cargo of grain which 
had arrived at that port. He so attracted the atten- 
tion of a leading corn-merchant there, that the 
latter earnestly entreated his father to let his son 
settle at the port. After sundry negotiations, the 
result was the formation of the firm of Corrie, 
Gladstone, and Bradshaw, corn-merchants; Mr. 
Corrie taking the two latter young men into part- 
nership. The firm had hardly existed two years, 
ere its stability was very sorely tried. There came 
a general failure of the corn crops throughout 
Europe. Mr. Corrie at once dispatched his junior 
partner, Mr. Gladstone, to the United States, to 
buy grain. John Gladstone was then about twenty- 
four years of age. Having the needful letters of 
credit, he started upon a mission of which the 
parties to it entensained the most sanguine hopes. 
On reaching America, he found that the corn crops 
had failed there also, and that there was not a 
single bushel to be procured. To his dismay, by 
the next advices which he received from England, 
he was informed that some twenty-four large 
vessels had been chartered to bring home the grain 
which he was suppesed to have bought. The situa- 
tion was most perilous, and it seemed that the 
prospects of so young aman were fairly shipwrecked. 
Indeed, when the news became known at Liver- 
pool, it was considered impossible for the house to 
recover the shock arising from so many vessels 
returning in ballast instead of bearing the cargoes 
which they had been chartered to convey. Corrie 
and Co, were therefore regarded as a doomed house, 
and the deepest commiseration was felt for the 
young absent partner, while the senior was blamed 
for his precipitancy. But young Gladstone, though 
strongly impressed with the difficulties of the posi- 
tion in which he found himself, maintained unim- 
paired his courage and presence of mind. He sought 
every means by which to lighten, if not to avert 
the blow. By careful examination of price lists, by 
ascertaining what procurable products would best 
suit the English market, he succeeded, without 
waste of time, in filling the holds of all the vessels. 
And when all was sold and realised, the net loss on 
the large transaction of the house hardly exceeded 
5007. From that time John Gladstone became a 
marked man on the Liverpool Exchange, and in 
the English commercial world. He became the 
leading spirit in his house, and for some fourteen 
years more the partuership continued, ending 
naturally by effluxion of time. The corn dearth had 
continued, and so widely spread, that the Admin- 
istration determined to hold stores of grain at the 
different ports. Corrie, Gladstone, and Bradshaw 
were appointed the Government agents at Liver- 
pool, a fact which recognised the holding the lead- 
ing position in the trade. They were so successful 
that at the close of the partnership the sum of no 
less than 75,0007. stood to the credit of the 
guarantee account alone. Corrie retired wealthy, 
and Bradshaw returned early in life to his native 
town, Wigan, where he lived for many years. John 
Gladstone continued in business, taking his brother 
Robert into partnership, and engaged largely in the 
trade with Russia. They also became large West 
India merchants and sugar importers. As Liver- 
pool offered a more enterprising field than Leith, 
three other of the brothers soon followed John and 
Robert, and eventually all the seven were settled 
there. It was about this time that Mr. Brougham, 
while going the Northern Circuit, was John Glad- 
stone’s guest, and accompanied his host to the 
Liverpool Theatre. The play was ‘ Macbeth,’ and 
Kean played the chief character. When Macduff 
said, ‘ Stands Scotland where it did?’ a Scotchman 
in the gallery cried out, ‘Na, na, sirs ; there’s pairt 
o’ Scotland in England noo—there’s John Glad- 
stone and his clan.’ The Gladstones were the first to 
send a private vessel (the Kingsmill) to Calcutta, 
upon the opening of the East India and China 
trades to other than East India Company’s vessels, 
in 1814. From that time to the present, the family 
have been extensively engaged in that trade. The 
house of Robertson Gladstone (John’s second son) 
is one of the first firms in Liverpool, having very 
large relations with every part of the East. It 





was but natural that so energetic a character a3 
John Gladstone should take a deep interest in the 
public affairs of the town in which he lived. As he 
was always opposed to the close and self-elected 
municipal corporation of the ante-Reform Bill days, 
it is not to be wondered at that he was never 
elected to any corporate office, but he was the 
means of removing very many local abuses and 
restrictive imposts which bore heavily against the 
interests of the port. A very valuable service of 
plate was presented to him in recognition of what 
he had effected, many of the subscribers being his 
strongest opponents on corporation matters of 
dispute. At that period Liverpool was like a yo 
giant, though not containing one-fifth of its present 
population. Supported at the back by the great 
products of manufacture from Yorkshire, Lan. 
cashire, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, and Cheshire, 
with immediate access to coal and salt, it became 
the port of shipment to all parts of the world, and 
by 1832 the declared value of its exports exceeded 
that of London itself. In political opinion John 
Gladstone was what would now be termed a 
Liberal Conservative, and his desire was to have 
the best men to represent the town, to some extent 
independently of their being ardent partisans of 
either of the two great parties. When the celebrated 
William Roscoe retired from the representation, 
Mr. Gladstone was desirous that George Canning 
and Henry Brougham should be returned. They 
were then in their early prime, and gradually 
becoming regarded as the two leading men of the 
day. But Brougham selected Creevey, a very ex- 
treme Radical, and a man of little or no public 
standing, as his co-candidate, and Gladstone declined 
to support the two in alliance. He therefore threw 
his weight on the side of General Gascoyne, a 
member of the family of Salesbury, holding large 
property near the town. A remarkably severe con- 
test, lasting fourteen days, ensued ; and the result, 
mainly through John Gladstone's influence, was 
the return of Gascoyne and Canning. From this 
date there existed a very close intimacy between 
Mr. Canning and Gladstone, an intimacy which 
exercised a very important influence upon the mind 
and career of his distinguished son. Throughout 
Canning’s prematurely shortened life, he consulted 
Mr. Gladstone on all important mercantile affairs. 
Ere long, at the suggestion of Canning, Gladstone 
solicited return to Parliament, being provided by 
the Marlborough family with a seat for their pocket 
borough of Woodstock. He remained long enough 
in Parliament to be witness of the earlier triumphs 
of his youngest son. John Gladstone was twice 
married. He does not appear to have had any issue 
by his first wife. He married secondly Ann Robert- 
son, of Stornoway, N.B., daughter of Andrew 
Robertson, who had been Provost of Dingwall. 
Miss Robertson was a native of Dingwall. One 
who knew her well testifies that she was ‘a lady of 
very great accomplishments, of fascinating manners, 
of commanding presence and high intellect ; one to 
grace any home and endear any heart.’ By her he 
had a family of four sons and two daughters. Of 
these, three sons—Sir Thomas, Bart., of Fasque, 
Robertson, the Liverpool merchant, and William 
Ewart—and one daughter, who is unmarried, sur- 
vive. John Neilson, a captain in the navy, and 
M.P. for Portarlington, died a few years ago. John 
Gladstone was made a baronet by Sir Robert Peel 
in 1845. He died in 1851. Besides the provision 
made for his family by will, he gave to each of his 
sons 100,0002. in his lifetime. With such parents as 
John Gladstone and Ann Robertson, it was most 
natural that the development of the minds of each 
of their children should be carefully watched, and 
any germs of excellence which should appear be as 
sedulously cultivated. William Ewart was born on 
the 29th of December, 1809, in the same bedroom 
as that in which, five years later, his friend Mr. 
Cardwell first saw the light. The Cardwell family 
purchased the residence of Mr. Gladstone on his 
removing from one house to another,” 


Thus, born in 1809, Mr. Gladstone won his 
Oxford double-first honours in the Michaelmas 
term of 1831, entered Parliament in 1832, and 
became a Minister of the Crown whilst still in 
his twenty-fifth year.

As respects the 160 woodcuts, the 614 printed 

piges, and the elegant binding of this handsome 

yolume, we have only to speak in terms of satis- 
faction. There is, indeed, a conspicuous differ- 
encein the quality of the illustrations, many of 
which are excellent, while a few are inferior. 

Amongst the latter we must instance that en- 

titled ‘The Hippopotamus and Crocodile of 

the River Nile, which introduces us to a 

monster we had never seen or heard of, viz. a 

two-headed hippopotamus; and this, moreover, 

without warning. Any of the Zoological Gar- 
dens in Europe or Australia would pay liberally 
for such a creature alive, and a Barnum of any 
country would make a tolerable income out of 
him if stuffed. Besides, the two heads differ 
so plainly as to appear the separate property 
of two animals. The lower head is not unlike 
that of a true hippopotamus, while the upper 
one resembles that of a languishing cow. The 
former has an open mouth directed towards the 
crocodile’s tail; the latter with closed mouth 
looks poetically towards the river. Were such 

a nondescript returned to any quadrupedal 

assembly of representatives, the animal would 

be conservative in one head and destructive 
in the other. The only reader to whom 
this figure could be pleasing would be 

Mr. Darwin, for he might see in it a rare 

example of an intermediate form, and irrefra- 

gably derive the mild cow from the sulky hip- 
opotamus—by a process of artistic selection. 
he designer, Mr. W. Freeman, must have 
supped upon welsh rabbit before he conceived 
this zoological chef-d’euvre. We observe, indeed, 
two artists’ names attached to this woodcut, 
doubtless because so difficult a design demanded 
two clever men, one for the hippopotamus 
head, and another for the cow. Such a “study 
of heads” would exceed the power of any one 
living artist— 
And now let nothing more be sung or said 
About this monster with the double head. 
Relieving our apprehensions by glancing at 
the pleasing woodcuts of plants, birds and 
beasts, we are again suddenly horrified at meet- 
ing one of M. Du Chaillu’s vengeful gorillas 
kicking and beating an unhappy negro to death. 
Fortunately for our nerves we recollect that this 
is a simply fabulous conception, and we gladly 
roceed to the more sportive monkeys, who, 
owever, are shortly succeeded by a crowd of 
human cannibals, flaying and roasting and 
feasting upon three or four unlucky brethren 
in the flesh, and in full diabolical enjoyment in 


a full-page illustration. After this nothing | 
terrifies us, for we are seasoned with horrors, | 


and find ourselves quite calmly gazing on the 


black bears of Canada and the condor of the | 


Andes, the bears and the bird forming the last 
two woodcuts in this volume. 

The author and editor of the text have shown 
themselves to be industrious compilers. Taking 
the word desert in the widest possible acceptation, 
the volume treats not only of “the sandy seas 
of Africa and Asia, the icy wastes of the Poles, 
and the inaccessible crests of the great moun- 
tain chains, but all the regions where man has 
not planted his regular communities or per- 
manent abodes; where earth has never been 
appropriated, tilled and subjected to cultivation; 
where Nature has maintained her inviolability 
against the encroachments of human industry.” 
This being the author's plan, the title Desert 
is rather misleading, for he confessedly claims 
more than half the earth as his subject. Over 
such an extended kingdom he can roam and 


rule with pleasure, or rather by means of a 
good library of books of travel can fancy himself 
so roaming and ruling. He ap; to have 
made constant use of a pair of scissors, and 
presents his readers with a mélange of geo- 
graphy, zoology, and anecdotic illustration. 





On the Architectural History of Ely Cathedral. 

By the Rev. D. J. Stewart. (Van Voorst.) 
THERE is probably no English architectural 
subject which surpasses Ely in interest. Of the 
eastern cathedrals, Lincoln alone is superior in 
historical importance to the church which prima- 
rily derived existence from the royal Fen Saint 
and whimsical woman, Queen Etheldreda, who 
changed the great realm of Bernicia and the 
| love of Eagfirth, its ruler—her second husband 
| by the way,—for the narrow bounds and lonely 
| living in the Isle of Ely. She was the most 
| noteworthy among the East- Anglian female 
| saints. Kighteen hundred years have not 
| effaced her memory from the minds of men 
| in counties which once honoured her as only 
| inferior in dignity to the Virgin Mary. Sweet 
| St. Audrey, dear St. Audrey, claims and still 

receives a striking degree of affectionate re- 
membrance. This kindly interest must be due 
to the memory of Etheldreda’s personal beauty 
and gentleness of character, and still expresses 
the influence of the great house of which she 
was the founder and first ruler, and of the 
cathedral of which she and St. Peter are tute- 
‘laries. St. Audrey, queen and virgin, retains 
her place in the English Calendar of Saints; 
has her day on the 17th of October; the ten- 
leaved sunflower is still her floralemblem ; the 
tree into which her walking-staff blossomed still 
appears on East-Anglian glass and stone, and 
| eminently in the lantern columns of the cathe- 
| dral of the isle. She was the Diana of the eastern 
| counties, and her mysteries, as celebrated in 
| St. Audrey’s Fair of Ely, were noteworthy for 
| the quantity and tawdriness of the female finery 
sold there. Six churches still stand to her 
honour. 

Mr. Stewart tells the story of the great church 
and saint, of her house, bishops and abbots. 
The result is a monograph which, even apart 
from its architectural importance, is rich in his- 
torical and personal illustration. The story of 
the changes and development of architecture 
in this country comes more completely to view 
than would have been expected. The four 
daughters of Anna, father of Etheldreda, were 
all eminent in religious history. Two of them 
were abbesses of Ely, who, by hook or by crook, 
were at last buried in the cathedral. All four 
were abbesses of high degree. Sexburga, widow 
of Earconbert, King of Kent, succeeded Ethel- 
dreda as abbess ; she removed the remains of her 
sisters into thecathedral, finding for them a great 
| antique sarcophagus among the ruins of the 
now wholly lost Roman city of Granta-cester. 
Two hundred years went by, when the Danes 
came, and the Fenmen fled in vain to the isle, 
partly trusting to St. Audrey for protection 
“ct furore Northmanorum,” as their woful 
litany had it,—and partly to the mud and 
streams, which then guarded the sacred spot, 
as they guarded it with Hereward, the Saxon, 
against William the Conqueror and Bishops 
Gray and Nigel, against Rufus and Stephen. 

Mr. Stewart introduces us to the a 
house at Ely, relates how Abbot Richard (Henry 
the First’s nominee) began a new church, which 
stood on the site of the more ancient edifice, 
and probably included some of its materials. 
We have ingeniously traced the changes which 
were {made in the plan of the structure, and 
graphic ancient accounts of the evils which befell 
it by means of lightning and bad foundations. 

















Our author points out that Bishop Eustace did 
not build the west porch of the church—a ve 
important hint in the histories of the place an 
of English art. The history of the lantern is 
given with care, The sacrist’s rolls relating to 
it are wealthy in interest, and throw many 
gom upon manners in the fourteenth century. 
ere we have details of the making ready the 
road for transporting the stone ; how the Abbey 
carpenters wrought the crane which lifted this 
material, and how Ely could not furnish a 
master mason; so that a boy was sent to New- 
ae with a letter to one Master Thomas,—and 
ow the boy had trouble to find that worthy, 
who went to the monks’ aid willingly enough 
and took his helper with him. Then the sacrist 
bought great oaks—twenty for 9/., a very long 
price,—and rushes to bed the stone against the 
weather, nails, axes, poles, ropes, and barges to 
carry the stone from Barnack, Northampton- 
shire, where one Simon, a glazier’s boy, found 


a supply. 

The Bishop of Norwich sent a special mes- 
senger to Ely with a noble gift of twenty marks; 
to the bringer, the sacrist was not illiberal in 
giving a vail of 2s. White glass and colours for 
staining it were bought. By this it would appear 
that glass was stained where it was to be used : 
a curious point in the history of the manufac- 
ture, at a time when English glass-staining was 
culminating. The Prior boseded eight carpenters 
for nine weeks while they raised the heavy tim- 
bers of the upper story of the new campanile : 
—these timbers are those at the angles of the 
wooden octagon. We are told that some part 
of the wooden vault was painted with red and 
gold colour, ¢.¢. rubei plumbi (red lead) and 
“ gold colour,” or probably orpiment. 

Alan of Walsingham, sacrist, worked under 
the patronage of John de Hotham, bishop of 
the see and Lord Chancellor of England,— 
a man who knew the value of a good archi- 
tect and sacrist,—and helped Alan; so that 
as the outcome of their efforts are three bays 
of the presbytery at Ely, which are among 
the most worthy of study in their kind; for, as 
Mr. Stewart truly says, “every detail of the 
design seems to have been carefully considered, 
and the effect of the various alterations studied, 
as the building arose under the superintendence 
of its architect; but the most remarkable 
advances in style are to be found in the pecu- 
liarities which distinguish the north from the 
south-side vaults, and show conclusively that 
the south side was begun before the north.” 
Here even the modes of laying the courses of 
masonry differ, as if the workmen of the former 
did not see their way to a safe ending. The 
details of the carved decorations on this part 
of the church supplied models to many English 
buildings. We find curious illustrations of the 
modes of working pursued by Nicholas, a painter 
who was hired; his operations are indicated in 
respect to whitewash for painting upon—doubt- 
less as a ground to set off the brilliant tints of 
transparent and other pigments; likewise for 
the “molds,” probably stencil-plates of parch- 
ment and canvas, which one William Schank 
used. This man gilded the bosses and capitals 
and painted the vault for 107. Ralph, “le gold 
beter,” made gold leaf out of the Prior's florins ; 
eight-pence was spent for a cord by which, 
probably, Schank was suspended at his work, 
which yet remains. John of Burwell carved the 
central key of the vault for two shillings, and 
William of Brampton glazed the upper story. 

The city of Ely receives new light by means 
of the materials which Mr. Stewart has col- 
lected. The mode of living by the monks of St. 
Etheldreda’s little realm is clearly shown in the 
documents quoted here. These Benedictines 
lived royally upon the food which their Cele- 
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rarius supplied by means of the endowments. 
Among these endowments was that of Bishop 
John de Hotham, who gave all his property in 
Thames Street and Gracechurch Street, besides 
those vineyards and gardens which stood in 
Holborn. It is likely that only the monks, 
poor fellows! drank the wine of Holborn. The 
prior and sacrist had separate cellars, and 
one Fynkel, a London wine-merchant, supplied 
the house with Malvoisy and red wine. Besides 
these regular supplies, the monks had pittances 
(food or money, thrice a month), graces (allow- 
ances of money and kind), mandates (annual 
gifts), and liberaciones. When Bishop Hervey 

ut them at the lowest, in order to establish 

is bishopric with their wealth, he allowed 
them 23,000 eels, sea-fish, bitterns, swans, 
wine, beer, pastry, fruit, bread, milk, and such 
like. The Chamberlain looked after their 
clothes, baths, winter sheep-skins, and to the 
oiling of their boots on high-days. Each novice 
brought bedding, towels, a dirty-clothes bag 
(poket pro vestibus lavandis), a silver spoon, 
and many articles, such as no boarding-school 
girl would now-a-days lack.

Palestra Gallica ; or, an Introduction to the Philo- 
logy of the French Language. By A. L. Meissner, 
Ph.D. (Longmans & Co.) 

THE Professor of Modern Languages in the Queen’s 

University in Ireland presents in this text-book the 

“ groundwork” of his lectures in Queen’s College, 

Belfast, and a good solid foundation it is, on which 

both lecturers and students may build with safety. 

Of course it is not, nor is it intended to be, light 

reading. The author’s object is not, like that of 

Prof. Max Miiller—with whose English this will 

bear no comparison—or Archbishop Trench, to 

exhibit the results of modern philology in an attrac- 
tive form for popular readers, but rather to supply 
materials of thought and suggestive hints to those 
who wish to acquire a philological knowledge of 
the French language in its successive stages. He 
pre-supposes in the reader “a fair knowledge of 
the descriptive grammar of French and Latin, 
and some acquaintance with Greek and German.” 

Beginning with a brief but excellent account of the 

origin of modern French—including an accurate 

survey of the several characteristic distinctions 
between the Romance languages and the parent 

Latin, and a description of three dialects of the 

Langue d’Oil—he proceeds to set forth under the 

head of ‘ Phonology’ the various changes of letters 

which have taken place in passing from one period 
to another. The remainder of the work is devoted 
to ‘ Morphology,’ or an account of the formation 
of words by the modification or addition of syllables, 
or the composition of words. The forms assumed 
by verbs at different periods of the language are 
clearly and fully set forth. By way of illustration, 
the etymology of many French words is explained, 
of some more than once, because they happen to be 
instances of more than one general principle, —which 
is no bad thing, and is far better than giving deri- 
vations in an isolated way, without pointing out 
the law to which they conform. We cannot accept 
some of the Professor’s etymologies. It seems very 
roundabout travelling to derive errer from the clas- 
sical iter facere through the Archaic or low Latin 
iterare, instead of at once going to errare. Ora- 
culum is generally traced to orare, not, as here, to 
augur-aculum; and femina to the old feo, a form 
of the Greek ¢vw and Sanskrit bhu, not to homo 
through fomina, which seems scarcely consistent 
with the statement on another page, that femme 
comes from the Greek root in @nAn; and this latter 
again is better referred to @ad\Aw, ré-Ond-a, than 

Oa or On. 

. Paul Goslett’s Confessions in Love, Law, and the 
Civil Service. (Virtue.) 

Tuis little book contains three very slight sketches 

of the broadly farcical order. They may safely be 

recommended to any readers who want 2 good 
laugh, and are not scrupulous as to the way in 
which it is produced. The singular resemblance 





borne by Paul Goslett to the hero of ‘A Day’s 
Ride, a Life’s Romance,’ gives us shrewd suspi- 
cions about the authorship of these stories. But 
if we are right, Mr. Lever is more sketchy than 
ever. He has not taken the pains to make his 
chief characters consistent with themselves, nor 
has he limited himself to the invention of circum- 
stances which might occur in nature. This, no 
doubt, is a secondary consideration. It is enough 
that we laugh heartily at the “sell” with the 
brigands, at the attempt to gain serious informa- 
tion about Ireland from an Irish car-man; at the 
way in which a divorce suit was hatched without 
the co-respondent ever seeing the face of his sup- 
posed partner in guilt. We pass over a few vast 
extravagances and a shoal of minor carelessnesses 
without more than a shrug of the shoulders. Above 
all, we are ready for more where ‘ Paul Goslett’ 
came from.

Some time ago we noticed the story of ‘ Robinson 
Crusoe,’ in monosyllabic writing, by the same lady. 
This answered its purpose so well that she has been 
encouraged to apply the system to ‘Sandford and 
Merton’ and to Aisop. The plan is perfectly well 
followed out, and the only polysyllables are a few 
surnames and the word syllable in the title-page. 
A child who has just learnt to conquer words will 
find these books a valuable field of exercise. There 
is sure to be some success: and it is a great point 
in all teaching to let the first independent exercise 
be one in which victory is really to be won by 
moderate effort.

Demonium et Panegyricus. (Rivingtons.) 
TuIs is one of the most excellent works of that ex- 
cellent series, the ‘Catena Classicorum.’ Isocrates 
has not received the attention to which the simpli- 
city of his style and the purity of his Attic language 
entitle him as a means of education. Now that 
we have so admirable an edition of two of his 
works best adapted for such a purpose, there will 
no longer be any excuse for this neglect. For 
carefulness and thoroughness of editing, it will 
bear comparison with the best, whether English or 
foreign. Besides an ample supply of exhaustive 
notes of rare excellence, we find in it valuable 
remarks on the style of Isocrates and the state 
of the text, a table of various readings, a list of 
editions, and a special introduction to each piece. 
As in other editions of this series, short summaries 
of the argument are inserted in suitable places, 
and will be found of great service to the student. 
The commentary embraces explanations of difficult 
passages, with instructive remarks on grammatical 
usages, and the derivation and meanings of words 
illustrated by quotations and references. Occa- 
sionally the student’s attention is called to the 
moral sentiment expressed or implied in the text. 
With all this abundance of annotation, founded on 
a diligent study of the best and latest authorities, 
there is no excess of matter and no waste of words.

OUR CHILDREN’S BOOK-STALL. 

No doubt I sell religious story-books, though it 
always goes against my grain to deal in them; for 
it’s my belief they do more harm than good to young 
minds. But still I must live by my trade ; and if 
you will buy sermons made up into stories, and 
force them into your little ones’ heads, instead of 
joyous fancies and humorous conceits, I may as 
well make a penny by your mistake as any other 
person in the book business. Only take my advice, 
madam, and don’t overdose your children with 
pious literature, lest you give them a distaste for 
the sound of sacred music, and fill them with a 
sort of loathing for grave and holy things. Keep 
the sermon-books in store for moderate use on 
exceptional occasions, just as the wise school- 
master keeps a cane in his desk, and brings it out 
as seldom as possible. Not that I want to set you 
against such a capital selection of hymns and 
moral poems as Zhe Child's Illustrated Poetry 
Book (Routledge & Sons), or such a well-written 
and beautifully ‘‘ got-up ” little book as Little Meg’s 
Children (Religious Tract Society). Unusually 
good, also, in its way, is Mrs. Emily Sarah Holt’s 
Mistress Margery ; a Tale of the Lollards (Shaw 
& Co.) The lady knows a goodish deal about the 
social life of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, 
and she has the pen of an artistic writer. SoI 
will do all I can to push her book in the way of 
business ; though she would have pleased me bet- 
ter if she had not depreciated Wycliffe, as a person 
who “ mixed himself up far too much with politics,” 
and who should have “contented himself with 
denouncing Popish abuses rather than providing 
the antidote.” This from a lady who does not 
need to be told that the rector of Lutterworth 
translated into our vulgar tongue the Holy 
Bible, which I am so old-fashioned a man as still 
to think the very best antidote to all religious 
abuses. When trade has been slack I have often 
sat in my shop over the open pages of the ‘ Poor 
Caitiff, ‘The Wicket,’ and the rector’s ‘Sermons’; 
and I am very strongly of opinion that had she 
spent more time in studying the reformer’s writ- 
ings, Mrs. Holt would think more highly of him, 
and agree with me in saying that he did not omit 
to provide the proper antidote for bad doctrine. 
Fair words, also, may be spoken honestly of On 
the Way; or, Places passed by Pilgrims (Nelson 
& Sons), a series of tales illustrative of Bunyan’s 
great work, which the author, “A. L. O. E.,” 
introduces with the judicious remark, ‘To repre- 
sent to the young as an inevitable, or even usual 
part of a believer’s course the miseries of the 
Slough of Despond, and the horrors of the Valiey 
of the Shadow of Death, would be to give an 
unjust, as well as an alarming idea of the result of 
seeking that heavenly wisdom whose ways are 
ways of pleasantness.” There is nothing to ex- 
claim against in Winning Words: a Lamp of 
Love for the Young Folks at Home, Fourth Series 
(Gall & Inglis), but its compiler would not be a 
worse teacher if he had a little more discretion. 
I won’t be hard on Keighly Hall, and other Tales, 
by E. King (Washbourne), though I must say the

* good nature; and as I am nothing more than a 





bookseller, liable to all the failings of an imperfect 
trade, I must ask leave to give way for a moment 
to irritability over Richard Blake and his Little 
Green Bible: a Sequel (Johnstone, Hunter & Co.), 
which sequel is the continuation of ‘The Story of 
a Red Velvet Bible.’ In characteristic tone, and 
with a keen eye to business, the author requests 
the readers of her book to join with her in seeking 
that, by God’s blessing, the reading of it may be 
made the means of leading some, who have never 
done 80 before, to “search the Scriptures.” Now 
this is not to my taste, or according to my notions 
of what is the right kind of preface for a trumpery 
little tale. Still, madam, if you are of another 
mind, buy the book ; I shall be very glad to be 
rid of it. Allow me, madam, to pass you: there’s a 
gentleman who wants me. 

Well, sir, to speak the truth, good, really first- 
class books of adventure for boys in the Christ- 
mas holidays, are far less plentiful than they 
usually are at this season. Perhaps there may be 
more out in a few days ; but at present the supply 
is deficient. Still there are one or two good things 
in the adventurous line. Mr. R. M. Ballantyne, 
an old and well-established provider of good and 
exciting books for the manlier sort of boys, has 
just produced another capital work, Deep Down ; 
a Tale of the Cornish Mines, with illustrations 
(Nisbet), which he announces “has been written, 
not with the view of giving a complete description 
of the mines, the fishings, or the social condition 
of Cornwall, but for the purpose of exhibiting, as 
graphically as can be, some of the most interesting 
and picturesque incidents and facts connected with 
mining life in the west of that county.” Mr. Bal- 
lantyne always accomplishes in a creditable man- 
ner the thing that he intends to do ; and on the 
present occasion he does not show himself lower 
than his reputation. Captain A. W. Drayson again 
takes us off to the African coast, the craft in which 
he carries us there being from the yards of the 
well-known builders, Messrs. Griffith & Farran, and 
bearing the title of Adventures of Hans Sterk, the 
South African Hunter and Pioneer. Of its kind, 
Captain Drayson’s book is the best that the season 
has as yet given to the public. Mr. James Gam- 
bier’s Holiday Adventures: or, the Strettons’ Sum- 
mer in Normandy ; a Tale for Youth, founded on 
fact, with illustrations, by C. A. Doyle (Hogg & 
Son), I shan’t do much with; but it won’t be 
altogether without demand, for the tone is all 
right, and it is one of those books that may be 
made to do duty for girls as well as the milder 
kind of boys. In St. George’s Key, a Tale for Boys, 
by W. E. Coghlan (Warne & Co.), there is no 
want of incident, or of literary ability in its de- 
lineations of West Indian Society ; but Mr. Coghlan 
gives us so many disagreeably stirring and even 
revolting scenes of physical violence, that we don’t 
think the adventures of ‘St. George’s Key’ will 
help much to make his fortune. What with stern 
fathers who flog their sons soundly, brutal fathers 
who perpetrate atrocious assaults on their offspring, 
and the yellings of black piccaninnies under the 
rope’s end or the application of cayenne pepper to 
their eyes, the tale contains far too liberal a supply 
of such details as an Englishman would naturally 
look for in the autobiography of a Cuban slave- 
driver, but does not expect to find in a book for 
schoolboys. Ah! to be sure, I knew there was 
a capital volume that I had put out of sight. 
Here it is, Mountain Adventures in the various 
Countries of the World, selected from the Narra- 
tives of Celebrated Travellers. With illustrations 
(Seeley, Jackson & Halliday). The title indicates 
that the book is only a compilation, and it cannot 
even lay claim to such originality as compilations 
sometimes possess, for it is founded on a compila- 
tion made by MM. Zurcher and Margollé, and 
published under the title of ‘Les Ascensions Céle- 
bres.” The book is, however a sound and highly 
entertaining volume, and—speaking with a mind 
placed for a moment above all the influences of 
commercial considerations—I am sure that you 
won’t find on my counter a work more likely to 
please an active boy with a passion for the life of 
mountaineers. 

Any others? Bless you, sir, plenty. Here isa 
fairly good thing, the contents of which are indi- 





cated clearly enough by the title, Neptune ; or, 
the Autobiography of a Newfoundland Dog. By 
the author of ‘ Juppy ; or, the Autobiography of a 
Donkey.’ With illustrations by A. T. Thoor (Grif- 
fith & Farran); and close beside it are two of 
those bright little volumes, published by Messrs. 
Cassell, Petter & Galpin : Owen Carstone; or, A 
Youth's First Step on the Journey of Life. By the 
author of ‘Holidays at Llandudno.’ With illus- 
trations, printed in colours by Kronheim; and 
Mrs. T. K. Hervey’s New Stories and Oud Legends. 
het illustrations, printed in colours by Kron- 
eim. 

No, sir, not that way, unless you wish to buy 
what would be dear at any such price as I can let 
you have it at. In that corner, there, I put all 
such rubbish as I cannot honestly recommend. A 
fishmonger should not cry stinking fish ; but though 
I am a tradesman, I came, as I told you, of a 
clerical family, and my conscience won’t allow me 
to call a bad article good. By all means, if you 
are curious, go and turn them over. There’s Mr. 
Robert St. John Corbet’s Who will be Queen of the 
Tournament ? and other Stories (Cassell, Petter & 
Galpin). Well, the pictures of it are pretty enough, 
and so is the cover. Chimney-Corner Stories, with 
illustrations by Harrison Weir (Gall & Inglis), and 
The Holiday Keepsake (Gall & Inglis), are old 
wares from a suspicious quarter, not that Messrs. 
Gall & Inglis are otherwise than most respectable 
men. I don’t mean any reflection on them ; but 
the original fabricator, or rather the man who 
called himself the original fabricator, of these re- 
furbished old wares was William Martin, the appro- 
priator of Samuel Goodrich’s nom de plume. Peter 
Parley’s stolen name still stands on the title-page 
of ‘The Holiday Keepsake.’ But of that matter I 
will say no more,—for the appropriator has recently 
gone his way into the unseen world. As for 
the Rev. H. C. Adams’s Boy Cavaliers ; or, The 
Siege of Clidesford, with illustrations (Routledge 
& Sons), it is astonishing to me that the author of 
‘Barford Bridge’ and ‘School-boy Honour’ should 
have dropped to writing such a poor book. Perhaps 
the gentleman is out of health. Then there is 
Violet and Daisy ; or, The Picture with Two Sides 
(Johnstone, Hunter & Co.), the work of the same 
author who asks me to pray for the success of 
‘Richard Blake.’ Further away, put out of sight 
behind the wrapping-paper and string-box, so that 
I may not in a weak moment be tempted to press 
any of them on an unwary customer, are some 
more old wares refurbished, the sixteen little 
sneaking, snivelling, unpresentable volumes of the 
Rosebud Series. The price of these old goods has 
been reduced, so that each volume may be pur- 
chased for one shilling of the publishers, Messrs. 
Hogg & Son, who have the courage to assert, 
“Every volume contains one or more tales com- 
plete, written by various authors, most of them 
expressly for the Series ; and for cheapness, attrac- 
tiveness, and sterling interest, they present per- 
haps the most pleasing and useful collection of 
Shilling Story Books to modern Juvenile Litera- 
ture.” And why should not Messrs. Hogg & Sons 
be their own trumpeters? Trumpets never sound 
so well as when they are played by their owners, 
and to the glory of the players. But a shilling for 
a volume of the Rosebud Series! It is too arrogant 
a jest, to the full amount of tenpence. The books 
would be dear at twopence a piece.

To the younger class of chemists it will scarcely | 
appear possible that the discoverer of ferrocyanic | 
acid, an event to be referred to the very infancy of | 
their science, has only just passed away from | 
among us. Mr. Porrett had attained the age of | 
eighty-six, and to the last was a steady attendant | 
of the principal scientific societies, and participated 
in their business. His era of successful activity 
was quite fifty years ago, when he established a 
working laboratory at his residence in the Tower, 
and contributed his historical essays to the 
Transactions of the Royal Society. These embrace 
a perilous investigation of the explosive chloride 
of nitrogen, in addition to the careful study of 
ferrocyanic acid. Mr. Porrett spent his life in the 
Civil Service in connexion with the Tower. He 
lived and died a bachelor, but is represented by 
his nephews, Mr. J. F. Collier, of the Temple, 
and Sir Robert Porrett Collier the present 
Attorney General. 








THE FIRST MENTION OF CANNON IN ENGLAND. 
Royal Military Academy, Dec. 12, 1868. 

I must ask your permission to reply briefly to | 
Mr. Riley’s remarks in your issue of this day. 
When I wrote on the 6th ult., the matter stood | 
thus :—Mr. Riley claimed that a document of the | 
year 1339 contained the earliest passage at present | 
known bearing reference to the use of cannon in 
England. Sir Harris Nicolas had published an 
extract from a document relating to cannon in | 
England, which he pronounced to be dated June, 
1338. Relying on the accuracy of such a well-known | 
antiquary as Sir Harris Nicolas, I taxed Mr. 
Riley, who had evidently not seen Sir H. Nicolas’s | 
assertion, with an error in claiming priority for | 
his document over all others; and I stated my 
case, to which, not “to instruct Mr. Riley,” but 
for the information of your readers, I added some 
notes on the first mention of cannon in other 
countries. 

Mr. Riley has now found the original document 
cited by Sir Harris Nicolas, and has ascertained 
that it belongs to the reign of Henry the Fourth, 
not of Edward the Third; in other words, that its 
date is 1411, not 1388. Sir Harris Nicolas is 
therefore convicted of mis-dating a manuscript, and 
Mr. Riley’s document is proved to be, as he ori- 
ginally stated, ‘‘the earliest passage at present | 
known ” on this subject. So far then, I have done | 
good in clearing away a long-standing error resting 
on @ famous name, and history is so much the 
better off. 

I wish I could close my remarks here. But as 
Mr. Riley expresses his surprise that I was not 








utterly incredulous as to Sir Harris Nicolas’s cor- 
rectness, I must defend myself from the charge 
implied in his words. If such a scholar as Sir Harris 
Nicolas was not incredulous when he printed and 
published the extract, why should I be expected to 
be so? I reproduced this extract in a paper on 
ancient cannon, which was examined before pub- 
lication by Mr. Hewitt, (whom Mr. Riley quotes 
as authority for the document next in point of 
time to his own,) and he did not call its authenticity 
in question; Mr. Way, whom Mr. Riley will 
admit as an authority, and who corresponded with 
me about the pamphlet, took no exception to the 
correctness of the date assigned by Sir Harris 
Nicolas; nor, indeed, did any other antiquary

Tue history of this edition, and of the restoration 
to its original place in the text—of the suppressed 
passage on Romanism—is very simple. Amongst 
a few bibliographical treasures in my possession is 
the copy of the first edition of Cowper’s poems, 
referred to by Mr. Bruce as having belonged to 
Southey. It contains many curious afid valuable 
annotations and illustrative quotations in the hand- 
writing of the poet-laureate. Comparing it with 
modern editions of the poems, I was struck with 
the many corruptions which have crept into the 
text. Much of the harshness and obscurity which 
are complained of in Cowper’s first volume are due 
to these repeated errors of the press. It seemed, 
therefore, a desirable thing to reproduce the text 
of the first edition; and I offered my copy to the 
Committee of the Religious Tract Society for that 





| purpose. As I carried the work through the press 


I came to the famous passage in ‘ Expostulation.’ 
How should I deal with it? I was producing a 
reprint of the first edition. In Mr. Bruce’s own 


| words, I, like Southey (from whose library I pro- 


cured the volume), ‘‘ was not aware of the excep- 
tional character of his copy of the edition of 1782, 


| but took it for granted that all copies were like his 


copy.’ Southey had given the passage at the foot 


| of the page, and said of it, ‘It is proper here to 


insert from the first edition a remarkable passage, 
for which the next paragraph was substituted in 
the second edition and all subsequent ones. Cowper, 
no doubt, withdrew this striking passage in conse- 
quence of having become intimate with the amiable 
family at Weston Hall.” (Southey, vol. viii. p. 196-7.) 

I proceeded to inquire into the evidence for this 
statement respecting the Throckmortons. Whether 


| it originated with Southey I cannot tell. It is 


everywhere current amongst those who talk and 
write about Cowper; yet there was nothing in the 
memoirs or correspondence at the date of the second 
edition to throw light upon it. I consulted several 
gentlemen who have made a special study of the 
life and works of Cowper. They believed the fact 
to be as Southey had stated it, and that evidence 
was to be found in proof of it. I therefore assumed 
that the ordinary statement of the case was true. 
But in the absence of explicit proof, I modified 
Southey’s positive assertion into a “ probable” 
conjecture. Mr. Bruce has shown that we were all 


Throckmorton pleasure-grounds. This date brings 

us exactly to the time at which Cowper resolved to 
cancel the obnoxious passage. The question arises 

| —What led him to change his judgment respect. 
ing it? 

Mr. Bruce says it was in consequence of seeing 
it in print. But some months after Cowper and 
his friends had finally dismissed the proofs for 
press, he says, “IT was not at all aware of any im- 
propriety in it, and I have frequently since that 
time both read and recollected it with the same 
approbation. Nor could it arise from any change 
in his feelings towards Romanism, for in this very 
poem he has retained passages hardly less vehe- 
ment than that which he cancelled. Cowper’s own 
account of the matter is, that it ‘‘ will not be in 
the power of the critics, whatever else they may 
charge me with, to charge me with bigotry ora 
desire to make a certain denomination of Chris- 
tians odious at the hazard of the public peace.” It 
was not, then, that he had changed his opinions. 
But he feared the critics or a breach of the peace. 
In this last reference, I suspect an allusion to the 
Lord George Gordon riots, the memory of which 
was yet fresh, a renewal of which was apprehended, 
and of which Cowper often speaks with strong 
censure. Under the special circumstances of the 
time, there would have been an “impropriety” 
(Cowper's own word) in the insertion of such a 
passage. His letters show that he did not recant 
sentiments, though he withdrew the public expres- 
sion ofthem. Is it, therefore, incumbent upon us to 
suppress them now and always? The passage is one 
of the most vigorous which Cowper ever penned— 
one of the most vigorous in our language. 

I thank Mr. Bruce for calling attention to an 
inaccuracy into which I in common with others 
have fallen. Of course the error must not be per- 
petuated ; and I beg to assure him that so soon as 
T have satisfied myself as to the precise facts of the 
case, I will lose no time in advising the Committee 
as to the mode and form in which the correction 
should be made.

LIFE IN THE OCEAN BED. 
December 14, 1868. 

At the usual monthly meeting of the Royal 
Microscopical Society, held on the 9th inst., a 
circumstance occurred of so unprecedented a nature 
that I will, with your permission, direct attention 
to it. 

A paper, by Dr. Bastian, was to have been read, 
and had been duly advertised in one or more of the 
scientific journals. It had also, I believe, been 
communicated to the Fellows of the Society that 
Dr. Carpenter would exhibit, and describe gene- 
rally, certain specimens obtained during his recent 
dredging expedition off the Faroe Islands; valid 
reasons being given why he could not, with 
propriety, on this occasion, go further into the 
subject. It was not, however, till the meeting of 
the Council of the Society took place, that evening, 





that Dr. Bastian’s paper was postponed ; at least, 
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no previous notice of its postponement had been 
jssued; nor, as a member of the Council present, 
had I received any previous intimation that it was 
to be postponed, or that Dr. Carpenter intended 


to exceed the limits he had, as above stated, him- | 
self assigned to his communication.

neral remarks which did not directly impugn my 
claim to having been the first to prove (in Part I. 
of my ‘North Atlantic Sea-bed,’ and other papers 
published several years ago,) that animal life (not 
only of the lower but of highly organized types) 
exists in abundance at extreme depths in the ocean, 
however open to objection I might have con- 
sidered the course he was about to pursue, I should 
have abstained from commenting on it. But Dr. 
Carpenter did not so restrict himself. On the con- 
trary, he distinctly challenged my claim, named 
me personally in connexion with queries which he 
said he had put to me and I had, up to that date, 
failed to answer ; and, in aseries of remarks, which 
were as illogical as they were illiberal, endeavoured 
to detract from the value of my published facts 
and conclusions; winding up with an appeal to the 
President of the Society not to permit any discus- 
sion whatever to take place on the subject! 

I endeavoured to explain to the President the 
extreme injustice such a course involved, and to 
point out that Dr. Carpenter was bound not to 
trench upon questions regarding which he and I 
had been corresponding for some weeks past, and 
he had offered, and virtually pledged himself 
(in a letter to my address, received from him 
on the previous day) to submit our respective 
claims to arbitration. My appeal being overruled, 
however, I reluctantly, but respectfully, bowed to 
the decision given fromthe chair. It must be 
mentioned that the correspondence alluded to was 
inaugurated by Dr. Carpenter, and has, throughout, 
been an affair of his rather than of mine, inasmuch 
as my facts and views are already before the scien- 
tific public, whereas his were submitted to me in 
the shape of a proof of an unpublished Report 
which had been handed in by him to the Royal 
Society, towards the close of the previous month. 
In that Report my claims were so unfairly dealt 
with, that I at once intimated to Dr. Carpenter 
that I should publicly vindicate them, and hold 
myself ready, at any time and in any fitting place, 
to make good this assertion. 

I will not pretend to believe that the personal in- 
justice experienced by me in this case is of sufficient 
importance to warrant mein making it public. But 
I do believe that the principle it involves—namely, 
the right of a Fellow of any scientific Society to 
make unguarded statements and then retire beyond 
reach of the consequences—is so fraught with 
danger to free scientific discussion generally, that 
I think it ought to be plainly and openly called in 
question. 

Of my claim to priority in the discovery of 
animal life at great depths in the ocean, and—what 
is of greater importance—to priority in having 
fairly and fully worked out the questions bearing 
on that subject to their legitimate issues, those 
who take sufficient interest in the matter will, 
doubtless, soon have an opportunity of forming a 
correct estimate. Meanwhile, relying on your well- 
known support of scientific truth and right in 
their widest sense, I ask you to give insertion to 
this letter.

THE ANTHROPOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 
32, St. George’s-square, Dec. 12, 1868. 

Ir was to have been hoped we had done with 
the Anthropological Society, but the Anthropo- 
logical Society has not done with us, its suffering 
Fellows. It is known to the public that one of the 
main charges against the managers of the Society 
was their conduct of the Anthropological Review. 
This was one of the subjects investigated by their 
Committee, which was obliged to report unfavour- 
ably of the concealment of the proprietor being 
President and Director of the Society, and also 
that one of the main causes of the Society being 
reduced from above 1,000 Fellows to 450 was the 
conduct of this Review in its offensive references to 





sacred subjects, on which they recommended a 
reform. 

On the 10th of December I got a circular, dated 
the 9th, requesting me as a Fellow to give my 
opinion on three questions: First, a leading ques- 
tion in favour of the present arrangements with 
the Review; secondly, acquirement by the Society 
of its copyright and debts; thirdly, discontinuance 
of the Review and continuance of the Journal. 
These questions were accompanied by a specious 
address of the Director, and the report of a special 
Committee on the Review. 

A P.S. to the Director’s address refers to the 
character of Hamlet, suppressed in this version of 
the play of ‘Hamlet’: “ P.S.—The Report of the 
Special General Meeting will appear in the January 
number of the Journal of the Society.” 

The Report of the Special General Meeting 
must contain the Report of the Committee of 
Investigation on the Review, essential to enable 
the Fellows to form an opinion, and of which they 
have had no notice, except in the Atheneum. 

The managers prefer that the Fellows shall not 
read this Report, and ask the Fellows to answer 
the three questions within a week, so that there is 
no opportunity for the discussion in the scientific 
journals. Before this number of the Atheneum can 
appear they hope the Fellows will have voted for 
the continuance of this unwholesome job; they 
being left unacquainted with the fact of the Presi- 
dent of the Society being the proprietor of the 
Review, and of the condemnation of its offensive 
character by the Committee of Investigation. It 
is, therefore, calculated that some Fellows will 
vote for the leading question, No. 1; that all will 
be too lazy to vote for No. 3; that Fellows in the 
country or out of town will not vote within the 
week, but that within the week the forty assents 
of the clique will be duly canvassed and got in. 

Under these circumstzncesit will be well alsotoask 
three questions: First, will the anniversary meeting 
be held before the Fellows have had time to digest 
the January number, containing the Report of the 
Committee of Investigation, and thesham account of 
the proceedings ? Secondly, ought the Review ques- 
tion to be decided before this Report has appeared ? 
Thirdly, ought the Review question to be decided 
before it has been discussed at the anniversary 
meeting ? Hype CLARKE. 





NEW DISCOVERIES IN AFRICA. 
December 14, 1868. 

As two or three errors have accidentally oc- 
curred in my remarks at the meeting of the Royal 
Society of Literature on the 18th of November 
last, and which appear in the report of the Athe- 
neum of the 12th inst., I beg to send you the 
following corrections and further accounts respect- 
ing the same. Since that evening, I have had the 
opportunity of seeing some maps relating to the 
discoveries by MM. Poncet, as well as those by 
Signori Antinori and Piaggia, from which I under- 
stand that the former travellers proceeded from the 
west side of the Bahr el Abiad, or White River, 
from near Meaa, in about 8° N. lat., in westerly 
and south-westerly directions, crossing several 
rivers and the tracks of the Italian travellers to 
near the small town or village called Merindo, 
situate in about 1° 30’ N. lat. The latter ex- 
plorers departed from near Lake No, or Bahr el 
Gazal, in a S.S.W. route, in which they passed 
near and crossed over the rivers Giau, Tangi, Dio, 
and other smaller streams, in the territories of the 
several tribes called Gianght, Giur, and Dor. 
These rivers run northwards, and apparently flow 
into the Bahr el Gazal, and so ultimately contri- 
bute their waters to the White Nile. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to make out the exact routes of these 
active travellers in those hitherto unknown regions 
without having the details furnished in English. 
Also, it appears that the Italian explorers did not 
themselves reach the new lake on the equator, in the 
Niam Niamor Niam Aniam territory, and they were 
not much nearer toit than Merindo. Piaggia states 
in his map that he had notice of it (@ Chifaca 
Perchie) from, I conclude, two natives or traders. 
The extent of the lake is not known; but its 
position as given in that map is in 25° E. long., 
and is cut by the equatorial line. 





The distance from the western supposed termi- 
nation of the Lake Albert Nyanza is about two 
and a half degrees, instead of, as I before erro- 
neously said, “half a degree.” This lake then, it 
seems, is only placed from reports. I may, how- 
ever, add, that it is likely to be the lake which is 
laid down in Pigafetta’s map, engraven at Rome 
in 1591, by Natoli Bonifacio; and although placed 
in 49° long. east of the Azores, and extending three 
degrees of longitude, and in about 2° N. lat., he 
calls that lake ‘‘ Lago Negro,” the “ Black Lake,” 
and makes a river issue from its north-west end, 
and which he appears to consider as one of the 
upper tributaries of the Camaroon river—‘‘ Dos 
Camarones,” as he writes it. He may be right ; 
but I think it not improbable that that river, if 
identical with Pigafetta’s Beri or Buri, may prove 
to be an upper branch of the river Zaire, or Congo, 
although Pigafetta has laid down the “ Rio 
Congo” as emerging from Baker’s Lake at its 
south-western extremity. I must also observe that 
the appellation “Lago Negro” does not signify 
the Niger Lake; this, and the branches of the 
river Niger, ‘Rio Niger,” are given on that 
Roman map in about 12° N. lat. Another lake, 
without a name, is placed, out of which to the 
se Sa flows another branch of the great “ Rio 

Niger.” 

All these lakes and rivers—though laid down 
roughly, and with no cartographical exact 
are still to be regarded with much consideration, 
particularly when we remember that more than 
277 years have passed since the Portuguese tra- 
veller, Ed. Lopez, visited the kingdom of Congo 
and other parts of Africa, and from whose notes 
Pigafetta drew up the map. Portions of this map 
were very likely given from travellers whom Lopez 
had met; it is, nevertheless, very valuable for its 
geographical details at that early date, and it is a 
matter of surprise that it should have been so long 
consigned to oblivion, when we find that Pigafetta’s 
work had been published in Latin, English, Ger- 
man, French, and, I believe, also in Portuguese. 

Dr. Livingstone has (it is said) discovered some 
sinall lakes in the Casembe country near Lucenda, 
and one or more rivers which, like the Marungu, 
run northwards. 

I will only observe that the discoveries of Messrs. 
Poncet and Antinori and Piaggia are detailed in 
papers, with two maps, just published in Italian in 
Florence, in the ‘ Bolletino’ of the New Geogra- 
phical Society of Italy; and Dr. Petermann has 
engraven a map, in which are laid down the routes 
of these French and Italian explorers.

MONACO, 
Nice, Dec. 12, 1868. 

Axovt ten miles by railway eastward from Nice 
is the little town of Monaco, famous as the capital 
of the smallest European monarchy, and at the 
same time for being the only spot in Southern 
Europe where a public gambling-house on the 
German system is permitted. 

The principality of Monaco—the Portus Herculis 
Moneeci of the Antonine Itinerary—has existed 
as an independent monarchy since the tenth cen- 
tury, being thus the senior of many powerful king- 
doms. It is hereditary in the Ligurian family of 
Grimaldi, now for more than a century represented 
only in the female line. At the present day, the 
dominions of the reigning sovereign are reduced to 
the rocky peninsula on which stands the town of 
Monaco, with a population of about 1,500 inhabit- 
ants, and a petty territory adjoining it, where is 
erected the Casino, containing the gambling-tables, 
from which His Most Serene Highness, Charles 
the Third, Prince of Monaco, derives so consider- 
able a portion of his revenues. This establishment 
belongs to a company, who have obtained a lease 
from the Prince. Annexed to it is a magnificent 
dining-room, with a restaurant and café ; and it is 
also provided with an excellent band of music and 
other accessories suited to render the road to ruin 
easy and agreeable. 

Since the opening of the railway between Nice 
and Monaco, towards the completion of which the 
lessees of the casino are understood to have contri- 
buted largely, obtaining in return special facilities 
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drawn the attention of the chroniqueurs to the 
delicate Rabelaisian proclivities of the author of 
‘The Barber of Seville.’ His famous letter to his 
cousin Angélique, on his new salad, has been dis- 
interred. He who has invented a salad is a fortu- 
nate man. You might have attacked Rossini’s har- 
mony, but not his salad-bowl. “Take,” he wrote 
to his dear Angélique, ‘‘oil of Provence, English 
mustard, French vinegar, a squeeze of lemon, 
pepper and salt, and mix well; then add some 
finely-chopped truffles.

His simple coun- 
trymen wept like children before the pencil-marks 
that had snatched the honoured head from the 
earth. But for the pillow propping the head, and 
the crucifix clasped in the hands, and the wreath 
upon the coverlet, the beholder would say—That 
is the Rossini who would dream in company, and 
who, when gayest, seemed to close his eyelids as 
upon an inner consciousness—a dream within a 
dream. All of death that is upon the face is the 
divine tranquillity. To have caught this out of the 
ebon shadows of Erebus is a glory of which Gustave 
Doré is justly proud, and for which the whole of 
intellectual Paris has already thanked him.

OUR WEEKLY GOSSIP. 

THE Queen is about to clothe Mr. Digby Wyatt 
with the honours of knighthood—an act which will 
tend to the credit of that ancient and noble order, 
of late years very unworthily depressed in public 
opinion. 

Sir Henry Lytton Bulwer has undertaken the 
‘Life and Correspondence of Lord Palmerston, 
which will be published by Mr. Bentley. 

Many a long year has passed since Evelyn 
declared that the English pronunciation of Latin, 
at Westminster, was intolerable to the hearers, and 
would not be endured abroad. The declaration has 
had no effect, and learned men, as our last number 
showed, protest in the same sense, in vain. The 
Westminster play, this year, the ‘ Phormio’ of Te- 
rence, was in the old method of expression, but it 
was enjoyed as much as if every word had been 
pronounced in purest Roman utterance. The suc- 
cess was unquestionable. The rattling, swaggering, 
| self-satisfied Phormio of Mr. Northcote was a real 
| performance, only approaching to be over-played. 
They who remembered Mr. Balfour, in 1858, and 
| Mr. Nichols, in 1864, must have been ready to 
| allow that the ‘ Phormio’ of this year was quite up 

to, if it did not excel, those capital illustrations of 
| one of the strongest drawn of Terence’s characters. 


| Prof. Blackie’s desire for a reform in our pr0- 
nunciation of Latin and Greek is supported by an 
able paper from the pen of Mr. W. G. Clark, Public 
Orator at Cambridge, in the present number of the 
Philological Journal, to which some of our fore- 
most University men are contributors. Mr. Clark 
recommends that we should retain our pronunciation 
| of the Greek consonants, and the use of the Latin 
accent for both languages, but pronounce the 
vowels as they do on the Continent, representing 
the Greek v by the French w, and the Latin u by 
the Italian. This is a change which might be made 
without much difficulty, while it would have the 
advantages of enabling English students to enter 
more fully into the beauty and majesty of classical 
writers, and to discuss them in conversation with 











continental scholars. 
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It is worth record that the Lifeboat Institution 
has 189 lifeboat stations round the coasts of the 
United Kingdom,—that in eleven months of the 

resent year 697 lives have been saved by their 
aa raising the grand total to 17,684,—and 
that the Turkish Government have ordered four 
lifeboats from a builder at Limehouse. 


According to a recently-published Parliamentary 
paper, there are in England and Wales 904 tele- 

aph stations used by railways and the public, 
and 717 stations used only by the railways; the 
total length of wire under their control being 11,635 
miles. In Scotland, there are 270 telegraph sta- 
tions, with 2,896 miles of wire open to the public 
and the railways ; and Ireland has 63 stations, of 
which 21 are for the railways exclusively. Besides 
these, there are 2,155 stations belonging to the 
several telegraph companies, with nearly 80,000 
miles of wire and 4,688 of under-sea telegraph cable. 


Mr. Chappuis makes his usual Christmas appeal 
to the young critics, and with much success. The 
“Jearned poodle” is a diverting toy, with the ad- 
vantage of coaxing elder critics to throw in welcome 
bits of science to the young folks. ‘London Sha- 
dows’ make a pleasant pastime for the long even- 
ings ; being little figures, cut in paper,—cats, dogs, 
funny men, Punch, «Judy, and such like, which are 
held up in front of a bright light and the shadows 
thrown on a dark ground. 

It is proposed, among the schemes for improving 
London traffic, to make an open railway, with a 
three-feet gauge, from Islington to the Moorgate 
Street station of the Underground Railway. This 
notion of using a narrower gauge than the common 
is a good one, and deserves favour. The Festiniog 
Railway, of which the gauge is only two feet, has 
carried, as of course it might, and a hundred times 
the numbers, 120,000 passengers and 125,000 tons 
of goods ina year. This plan, if adopted, will be 
reversing Brunel’s system with a vengeance. That 
engineer’s broad gauge, after causing the waste of 
millions, is to be disused even on the Great Western 
itself, and the common narrow gauge substituted. 
This is not perhaps the best on its own merits, but 
the best because it is in common use,—an argu- 
ment which might, by the way, be used with effect 
against the three-feet gauge. As the third rail on 
the Underground line which accommodates the 
broad-gauge engines of the Great Western Company 
will soon be disused, why should not the space 
then left vacant between the present ordinary gauge 
lines be made to serve for trains with a narrow— 
say three-feet—gauge, which might go at express 
speed, and with very few stoppages, from one 
end of the line to the other? The longest journey 
might thus be accomplished on this line in one- 
third the present time. No London railway scheme 
is so certain to be carried out as that which is 
revived for a line from the City to the Marble 
Arch, parallel to Holborn and Oxford Street. 

Among the year books yet to be announced, are 
‘Punch’s Pocket-Book for 1869° (Bradbury& Evans), 
with illustrations, one in colours, of ‘The Ladies’ 
Cricket Club,’ by Messrs. Tenniel, Keane, and 
Lambourne; ‘The British Almanac’ and ‘Com- 
panion,’ edited by Charles Knight, with articles on 
the Eclipse, by Mr. Dunkin; the ‘Schools Com- 
mission,’ by Arther Locker; ‘ National Portraits,’ 
by James Thorne; and ‘ Free Public Libraries,’ by 
W. A. Axon; ‘The Weather Almanac’ (Simpkin, 
Marshall & Co.), edited by Orlando Whistlecroft ; 
‘The City Diary’ (Collingridge); the ‘Tomahawk 
Almanac,’ with Cartoons by Mr. M. Morgan; ‘Os- 
borne’s Midland Counties Farmer’s Almanac; and 
the ‘Almanach de Gotha (Perthes), adorned with 
portraits of Marie Princess Dagmar, now of Russia, 
and other great people. 

A young book-collector—and perhaps a collector 
of any kind—may be discouraged by judicious 
friends, who are a pestilent race. They are sure to 
find that the book or the edition you happen to have 
got is not the right book or the right edition. An 
experienced friend tells us that he has tried them 
in this way. He was assured by J. F. that his first 
edition was worthless ; that he ought to have the 
second. Some time afterwards, when all was for- 
gotten, he happened to get the second edition, and 
tried the same J. F. with it, in a manner which 





implied that he had not the first. Pooh! that’s 
not worth looking at: the first is the one you ought 
to have. On another occasion he showed a J. F. 
the ‘Exercitationes’ of Cavalieri (1647). Ah! this 
is not the ‘Geometria’ (1635)—that’s the book! 
Now it so happens that the ‘ Exercitationes’ is the 
book which contains the remarkable anticipations 
of the integral calculus by which Cavalieri is so 
well known. Even learned bibliographers mistake 
this point. They read in the preface of 1647 that 
1635 is out of print, and that its most important 
parts are reprinted: and there they stop. As it 
happens that both have the same number of pages, 
543, it is a pity it was not said that 1647 is a 
reprint, page for page, of 1635. Now the truth is 
that Exercises i. and ii. look like condensation of 
1635: iii. is criticism on the work of Guldinus, 
which, being published in 1635, could not have 
been criticized in a work of 1635. And iv. is the 
exercise which contains the remarkable points. 
Cavalieri is not likely to have seen Descartes of 
1637 before he wrote what was published in 1647; 
he is, therefore, most probably an original excogi- 
tator of exponents. But numerals, as in a?, a’, 
would perhaps have been confounded with the 
a2, a3, &c., which he writes for our 2a, 3a, &c. 
So (a+ b)iii is aiii+ aii 03 + abiiZ + Dili, 

In confirmation of the view taken by certain 
modern writers and speakers—a view unquestion- 
ably true historically—that Members of Parliament 
were looked on as the paid servants of the electors, 
bound to represent their opinions, we quote from 
the alliterative poem on the Deposition of Richard 
the Second, written a.p. 1399, the argument of 
some of the Knights of the Shire, or Members of 
Parliament, why they should not vote the large 
taxes the King asked for :— q 

We beth servauntis, 

and salleré ffongen, 

and ysente ffro the shiris 

to shewe what hem greveth, 

and to parle ffor her prophete [profit], 

and passe no fferthere, 

and to graunte of her gold 

to the grett wattis [wight, folk] 

by no manere wrong way, 

but if werre were, 

and if we ben ffals, 

to tho us here ffyndyth, 

evylle be we worthy 

to welden oure hire. 
Nothing can be clearer than this declaration. The 
Members are servants, and take their salary ; their 
business is to represent the electors’ grievances, 
talk only for the electors’ profit, and grant extra 
taxes only in case of war. If they are false to those 
who sent them to Parliament, ill worthy are they 
to receive their hire. 


Another volume of the ‘Geological Survey of 
Canada,’ containing a report of progress from 1863 
to 1866, has made its appearance, having been 
printed in the new capital, Ottawa. Sir W. E. 
Logan, the Director of the Survey, heads with his 
own report the statements and reports of his staff 
of surveyors, and presents to all who desire it 
ample information on the various geological strata 
of Canada,—on stones useful for building and con- 
structive purposes,—on economic minerals,—iron 
ores of various kinds,—graphite beds and veins,— 
roofing slates,—copper ores,—the geology of petro- 
leum, and of brine springs and salt,—on peat, and 
of the gold-bearing deposits which occupy so wide 
an extent of country. Besides all this, there are 
particulars of the manufacture of iron, of analyses, 
methods of assaying, of copper-mining in Michigan, 
of the hydraulic method of gold proving, and a 
long list of “copper localities in Eastern Canada,” 
which add materially to the value of the book. Mr. 
Bell’s Report on the Manitoulin Islands embraces a 
group which to many readers will be quite new; 
and in the Report by Dr. Sterry Hunt the student 
will find the question of cause and effect in geology 
discussed with suggestive arguments. The book is 
a praiseworthy example of science in Canada. 

The expedition which we mentioned some months 
since as having set out from Mandalay in January 
last to re-discover, or explore the ancient trading 
route which once connected Burmah with south- 
western China, has returned to Mandalay with 
the satisfaction of having accomplished their ob- 
ject. From Bhamo, on the Irawadi, the party 





travelled through the passes of the Khakyen hills 
to the Shan States beyond, where a friendly recep- 
tion was accorded them by the governor of the 
city of Momeim, and they were entertained at the 
cost of the Panthay Government, which exercised 
sovereign authority in those parts. Captain Sladen, 
leader of the expedition, was assured that the king 
desired commercial intercourse with the English, 
and that the Shan States, if required, could fur- 
nish a hundred thousand mules for transport. The 
return journey, after such a reception, was a 
triumph, and people who had looked shy on the 
explorers in their outward march were officiously 
friendly as they came back. The population of 
the countries visited is so numerous that the trade, 
when once opened, will probably become of great 
importance, with Rangoon as port of entry. And 
in addition to trade, there are interesting dis- 
coveries to be made in the botany and zoology of 
those little-known regions. 


It is painful to see men of sense getting them- 
selves into trouble by setting their faces against 
the onward progress of the world. Prof. Ewald, 
the oriental scholar and biblical critic, who lost his 
chair in the University of Géttingen because he 
declined to take the oath of allegiance to the King 
of Prussia, has published a silly pamphlet, entitled 
‘Lob des Kénigs und des Volkes,’ for which he is 
likely to be prosecuted. Prussia is, however, strong 
— to let the thing pass; and we hope she will 

0 80. 

It is announced that the library of the late Arch- 
duke Maximilian will shortly be sold by auction, 
at Leipzig. It is stated to be rich in curious and 
rare MSS., and to contain a great number of valu- 
able scientific works, a unique collection of books 
illustrating the history of Mexico, and the first six 
books printed in America. 


The Minister of Public Instruction, in Bavaria, 
announces that he has received orders from the 
King to organize an International Exhibition of 
Fine-Arts in Munich, in 1869. 

The researches made at the Emporium Roma- 
num, on the banks of the Tiber, at Rome, under 
the direction of Baron Visconti, have brought to 
light an extraordinary number of blocks of rare 
marbles, sufficient, it is stated, to construct the 
facades of hundreds of Palaces. These discoveries 
may be cited as another proof of the hidden wealth 
of the Tiber. 

For some time past we have been beset by 
complaints that civil engineers could find nothing 
to do; that the profession in England was over- 
stocked, and hagl fallen to a very low ebb. It is 
hard to reconcile these complaints with the fact 
that in India there is at present an almost unlimited 
demand for civil engineers ; that there are as much 
work and as much money as could possibly be de- 
sired; but that the men who can execute the one 
and pocket the other are not to be had. The work 
is of a kind that any competent man should be 
proud to undertake—namely, irrigation. We men- 
tioned some time since that Col. Strachey had 
returned to India to superintend the irrigation 
works which, at last, the Government had decided 
to undertake, and that his estimate for the scheme 
was twenty-nine millions sterling. A beginning 
has actually been made in different places, but the 
great want is civil engineers who can plan and dig 
canals, build dams, tanks and reservoirs, construct 
embankments, and improve river-channels. Here 
is a field for enterprise. It almost takes one’s 
breath away to read the details—such is the mag- 
nitude of the project. In Central India there 
are nearly 124,000,000 acres to be irrigated; in 
Hindostan 1,500,000 acres still crave water; in the 
Mysore district the old native structures are being 
disinterred with a view to their restoration to use ; 
the flood canals in Sindh are to be converted into 
perennial streams; a tank to cost 90,000/. is among 
the works now going on in the Deccan; two canals 
leading to Calcutta are to be made—one from the 
coal-mines of Raneegunge, the other from the 
Ganges at Rajmahal; another, from the Jumna, 
near Delhi, will water the Muttra and Agra 
districts; and the Sutlej canal, first projected in 
1861, is now to be put in hand. In Burmah, 
embankments are to be made, and an engineeriug 
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officer has been sent to see what can be done with 
the Irawadi. Everywhere, indeed, the fertilizing 
and refreshing element is to be made to flow, and 
there is work enough for thousands of men for 
more than a lifetime. A few more generations, and 
India will cease to be desolated by famine. 

According to a French writer, English is nothing 
but Norman, that is, French: ‘‘ Grattez l’Anglais 
et vous trouvez le Normand.” According to M. 
Sandras, Chaucer is mainly French too. Even in 
the most original part of his work he is not without 
reminiscences of the French trouvéres, while in the 
rest of it he is a translator, mostly from French, 
and the names of two French poets characterize 
his genius: that of Guillaume de Lorris, in bis alle- 
goric and chivalric poems ; that of Jean de Méung 
in his ‘Canterbury Tales.’ Luckily, the Germans 
look on English as part of their language : wherever 
English sounds, the German tongue is spoken—it 
circles the world. Was, then, the German poet 
Chaucer so indebted to French originals! No, says 
Ebert; he only went to school to them. When he 
touched Italy’s soil, when he got to know “ the 
wyse poet of Florence, that hatte Daunt,” “ Fraun- 
ces Petrark, the laureat poete,” Boccaccio or Lol- 
lius of the ‘Decameron,’ then began his higher 
poetic life—then he rose above the mannerisms of 
French trowvéres, and developed original powers 
second to none of their kind in the world. That 
this is the truer account of the matter, who can 
doubt? But let us not be unjust to Sandras, who 
says, “‘ I admire in Chaucer a genius who deserves 
to be placed between Aristophanes and Molitre, 
between Cervantes and Lesage. Geoffrey needed 
only to have lived two centuries later, and the glory 
of Shakspeare as a comic author would have paled 
before his.” 

The Italian papers state that the completion of 
the Mont Cenis Tunnel is to be celebrated by a 
great International Exhibition, at Turin. Govern- 
ment will ask the Parliament to vote 3,000,000 
francs towards the expenses, and the King has, it 
is added, expressed himself favourable to the pro- 
ject. It is expected that the tunnel will be com- 
pleted in the winter of 1869-70, and that it will be 
available for traffic in the early part of the latter 
year.

SCIENCE 
MEDICAL BOOKS. 
A System of Medicine. Edited by J. Russell Rey- 
nolds, M.D. Vol. II. (Macmillan & Co.) 
WE noticed favourably the first volume of this 
extensive series of essays, but had to complain that 
some of the contributions were more literary than 
practical, and displayed a larger acquaintance with 
the past of medical science than with the present. 
We cannot say that of this series, devoted entirely 
to local diseases. Each separate disease, or rather 
set of diseases, is treated in a masterly manner, 
and is highly creditable to its author. The first 


| set of ‘papers is upon diseases of the nervous 








system,— comprehending insanity, alcoholism, 
ecstasy, catalepsy, chorea, the various forms of 
palsy, including writer’s cramp, epilepsy, hysteria, 
and the various diseases of the brain and spinal 
cord. Amongst so many subjects, all treated so 
ably, it would be difficult to point out the best. 
All the articles of the editor, Dr. Reynolds, are of 
great interest, and display a truly philosophical 
treatment, both in the estimate of the facts of dis- 
ease and the methods adopted for cure. To the 
general reader the chapter on alcoholism, by Dr. 
Anstie, will be found perhaps most interesting. 
This is almost a newly-recognized disease amongst 
medical men, for although the evil effects of drink- 
ing alcohol to excess have been long recognized, 
the symptoms that attend the daily indulgence in 
small quantities of alcohol have never been so 
thoroughly presented to the public as in this essay. 
Although we say this article might be found most 
interesting to a general reader, there are really 
none of these papers that might not be read by 
intelligent people with advantage. The chapters 
on ecstasy, catalepsy and somnambulism, by Dr. 
Chambers and Dr. Gull, are full of suggestion with 
regard to those puzzling impostures, spirit-rapping, 
table-turning and electro-biology. The articles on 
hypochondriasis, hysteria and congestion of the 
brain, deal with diseases that all highly-civilized 
men and women are subject to. Whilst neuralgia, 
convulsions and spasms are the household demons 
that in every home require the constant presence 
of the medical man to exorcise them. The next 
group of local diseases treated of in this volume 
are those of the stomach. Here again we have aclear 
advance, we think, on any former treatise on diseases 
of the digestive organs. The whole of this subject 
has been entrusted to Dr. Wilson Fox, and we 
think he has done justice to it. He writes upon 
these diseases from his own point of view. He has 
evidently had a sound physiological education, and 
very little indeed of the stereotyped rubbish about 
indigestion, flatulence and bile do we find talked 
about in this luminous essay. We do not recom- 
mend all literary friends to read this essay, but if 
they have had physiological reading enough to 
correct false impressions, we think it would do them 
good. Whether, however, these papers are read 
by the general public or not, we congratulate the 
junior members of the profession on having such 
treatises as these to consult and refer to in the course 
of their study of disease. 

First Principles of Medicine. By Archibald Billing, 

M.D. (Bell & Daldy.) 

WHEN a work of this kind has reached a sixth 
edition, it is altogether out of the pale of criticism. 
The public to whom it is addressed has stamped 
upon it its approval, and that is a guarantee of 
the excellence of the work. At the same time we 
may say that Dr. Billing has added much new 
matter to this sixth edition, and that he has shown 
himself no bigoted adherent to the views he main- 
tained nearly half a century since. As time has 
gone on, bringing with it the immense achievements 
of the physiologist and chemist into the field of 
medical research, the author of this treatise has 
had the pleasure of seeing many of his views con- 
firmed, whilst with regard to many others he has 
had to give them an entirely new aspect. As an 
introduction to the study of medicine, and a book 
for general reading on a special subject, this new 
edition of Dr. Billing’s book will, undoubtedly, take 
the same position as it has always previously done. 


Researches on Obstetrics. By J. Matthew Duncan, 
M.D. (Edinburgh, Black.) 
THERE is no department of medical practice that 
has served so much to diminish human agony and 
preserve human life as that to which this volume is 
devoted. Weknow from actual statistics, that where 
formerly one woman in fifty perished not more than 
one in two hundred and fifty perish now. This is 
due to the truly noble and philanthropic spirit in 
which medical men have pursued this branch of 
their profession. The great mass of facts which 
now constitute the basis of the practice of mid- 
wifery have been accumulated by observations such 
as these of Dr. Duncan. He has for many years 
practised in that great school of obstetrical science, 


Edinburgh, and he here gives to the profession te 
results of his experience. : ae 


Surgical Treatment of the Diseases of Infan 

Childhood. By T. Holmes. Pe Me ay | Gn) 
Tue surgery of childhood must be conducted on the 
same general principles as the surgery of adults: 
but it will occur to most thoughtful people that 
there are certain contingencies occurring to children 
that cannot occur to grown-up persons, and it is to 
these specialities that Mr. Holmes directs attention 
in this volume. We have only to mention the first 
subject referred to in this volume, the malforma. 
tion of newly-born children, to show how far this 
is the case. This is the first time, we believe, that 
Mr. Holmes has appeared as an author, and the 
way in which this volume has been prepared and 
the various subjects treated, must insure for him 
a high position amongst his professional brethren 
He is an advocate in all cases of the “ conserva. 
tive” principle in surgery, which necessarily means 
never to use the knife when you can do without it, 
This is by far the most exhaustive work that we 
have in the English language on the surgery of 
childhood; and if Mr. Holmes has stepped beyond 
this boundary no one will regret it, as he hag 
shown himself everywhere quite competent to deal 
with surgical cases on general principles. 


Clinical Lectures on Diseases of the Liver. B 
Charles Murchison, M.D. (Longmans & Co.) 
LET no one take up these lectures thinking to get 
some information on the nature of bile and the 
virtues of blue pill and vegetable charcoal. If 
they do they will be grievously disappointed. Dr, 
Murchison’s work is a series of dissertations upon 
real diseases of the liver, and contains nothing 
to support the general notion that the liver is the 
source of all imaginary disease. It does, however, 
contain a very full account of those serious de- 
rangements of the liver which produce the symp- 
tom we know by the name of jaundice, and that 
more serious malady that we know by the name of 
dropsy. These subjects are treated with an earnest 
desire to arrive at the truth, and are worthy of the 
reputation the author has gained as the investiga- 
tor of continued fever. This book is a worthy 
supplement to the labours of Budd and others in 
this department of pathological inquiry, and will 
be studied with much interest by all practitioners 

of medicine. 


A Practical Treatise on Bright’s Diseases of the 
Kidneys. By T. Granger Stewart, M.D. 
(Edinburgh, Black.) 

THERE is no doubt Edinburgh is one of the best 

fields for the study of diseases of the kidneys, 

and although Dr. Stewart does not say so, we 
believe that it arises from the whisky-drinking 
habits of the population. It is said that gout is 
seldom seen in Scotland, and whisky is duly 
praised at the expense of port and porter. Bat 
has it never occurred to our Scotch friends that 
gout arises from chronic diseases of the kidneys, 
and that their population is killed off by the more 
formidable Bright’s diseases before they have 
arrived at the stage of having gout? Be this as it 
may, in no place have those fatal degenerations 
of the tissue of the kidney, first described by Dr. 

Bright, been so ably investigated as in Edinburgh, 

and to the labours of Alison, Christison and others 

we have now to add those of Dr. T. Granger 

Stewart. The work contains accounts of a large 

number of instructive cases, and is illustrated by a 

series of admirable plates, showing the microscopic 

structure of the kidney in the various forms of 

Bright's <liseases.

Astatio.—Nov. 30.—General Sir A. S. Waugh, 
C.B., in the chair. — M. Hauvette-Besnault was 
elected a non-resident member.—Dr. E. Sachan 
iread a paper entitled ‘Contributions to a know- 
ledge of Parsi Literature.’ The author began by 
showing that, while the most ancient period in the 
history of the Persian language and literature, whose 
witness is the Avesta, is purely national and almost 
wholly free from foreign influences, that later 
renaissance which is represented by the Pahlavi 
translations and the inscriptions of the Sasanian 
Kings is overwhelmed with Semitic, or more cor- 
rectly speaking Aramean, elements. These offer 
even to Semitic scholars the greatest difficulties. 
The three problems yet to be solved in connexion 
with this subject Dr. Sachan stated to be these:— 
1, During what time did that close intercourse 
between the Iranian and Semitic races take place 
the existence of which we are compelled to assume 
as the source of the Semitic portion of the Pahlavi 
language? 2, Of what kind was that intercourse ? 
and 3, With which of the Aramzaun nations in par- 
ticular? A satisfactory answer to these questions 
would account, at the same time, for the numerous 
Iranian words which occur in the literature of the 
Babylonian Jews, in Syriac in the Koran, and the 
most ancient Arabic poems. He then proceeded to 
give an account of the contemporary Syriac writers 
whose works appear to have exerted some influence 
upon the Pahlavi language, and of that further 
period of the history of the Persian language which is 
represented by the Pizand or Pfrsi, and in which 
every Semitic element has vanished without leaving 
atrace of its former existence. To the Pahlavi he 
assigned the period extending from Ardashir the 





son of Babak (4.p. 227), till towards the end of 
the Sasanian rule; and to the Pizand the time 
from the conquest of Persia by the Arabs to the 
tenth or eleventh century. During the follow- 
ing centuries the decay of national religion was 
completed, and its comparatively few remaining 
votaries were confined to Yazd and Karman, whence 
an emigration of some of them to India took place. 
The revival of the Pérsi religion in India dates from 
the end of the thirteenth century. The remaining 
part of Dr. Sachan’s paper was devoted to a sketch 
of the three periods of the Parsi literature as deve- 
loped in India, and to an analysis of some Parsi 
works which have hitherto been unknown, or but 
partially known, in Europe. He promised, in con- 
clusion, to continue these literary sketches, and 
expressed a hope, if sufficiently encouraged, of editing 
and translating, in a series of volumes, the chief 
works of the later literature of the PArsis. 





Socrery or ANTIQUARIES.—Dec. 10.—Earl Stan- 
hope, President, in the chair.—Mr. J. W. M‘Alpin 
exhibited a statuette of bronze of Roman work, 
representing Jupiter; found at Leicester.—The Rev.

collection of Lord Arundel, of Wardour, and to 
which was appended a seal, engraved with the 
well-known group of the Laocoon, but with a dif- 
ferent treatment of the restored right arm, to that 
on the sculpture in the Vatican.—A paper by Mr. 
H. Moody was read. It gave some further par- 
ticulars respecting the recent removal and exami- 
nation of the tomb of William Rufus in Win- 
chester Cathedral.—Brigadier-General Lefroy gave 
an account of the recent discovery of a tablet to 
the Second Legion, at Bridgness, in Linlithgow- 
shire. 


INsTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS. — Dec. 14.—Mr. J. 
Clarke, V.P., in the chair.—Dr. Digby Wyatt drew 
attention to the threatened restoration of the inter- 
esting pre-Norman Church of Worth, in Sussex, 
and urged the Institute to exert its influence to 
prevent the virtual destruction which would result 
from any attempt to restore this building, which 
has been hitherto remarkably preserved, and exhi- 
bits some of the most characteristic marks of what 
is sometimes called Saxon work. It was referred to 
the Committee for the preservation of Ancient 
Monuments to take what steps might be necessary. 
—The paper read was, ‘On the Celtic, Moorish, 
and other Architectural Remains in Algeria,’ by 
Mr. T. Hayter Lewis, the result of a short visit to 
Algeria in September last; illustrated by numerous 
sketches and illustrations.

science. Dr. Gray communicated a note on a new 
genus of Palmated Sponges in the collection of the 
British Museum, proposed to be called Hylospongia 
Cookei. Dr. Gray also gave a notice of a skin of a 
Seal which appeared to be undescribed, and which 
he proposed to call Callocephalus maculatus. 

CHEMICAL.— Dec. 3.—Dr. Warren De La Rue 
in the chair.—The President announced that, with 
a view of promoting original research, the Council 
had resolved to apply annually a sum not exceeding 
50/. as a grant fund in aid of scientific investigation. 
The Committee suggested that, except in special 
cases, a single grant should not exceed 101.; that 
the fund should not be limited to their own Fellows, 
but Fellows of the Royal Society would probably 
continue to avail themselves of their own grant 
fund. Results obtained by the aid of the grant 
would, of course, be first communicated to the 
Chemical Society.— Prof. Wanklyn gave the results 
of his ‘ Researches on the Action of Sodium on the 
Ethers of the Fatty Acids, —Dr. J. H. Gladstone 
read a paper ‘On some Compounds of Phosphorus 
containing Nitrogen.’

ILLUSTRATED BOOKS, 


THE season’s butterfly tribe of gift-books is 
less numerous, less varied, and less handsome, 
but more showy, than before. Take Gems 
of English Art of this Century (Routledge & 
Sons), with twenty-four pictures from the na- 
tional collections, from the pile before us. First, 
the chromolithographs, the work of Messrs. 
Leighton Brothers, are excellent, as the copy 
of Mr. Cope’s ‘ L’ Allegro, which, after allowing 
for the small scale employed, and the assumed 
trivial character of the book, is among the best of 
its class. We have not often seen the handling 


and colour of an artist so well rendered, as in | 


the blue skirt of the pictured damsel in ques- 
tion. On the other hand, we should be failing in 
truth if we omitted to aver that other copies 
are so far inferior to the above-named, that it is 
not hard to see why the post of honour as a 


frontispiece has been reserved for the finer | 
specimen. Of the unfortunate reproductions, | 


perhaps the worst is that from Sir E. Landseer’s 
‘ Jack in Office.” By far the more valuable part 
of this volume is the text, on which the trained 


hand, clear eye, and fine taste of a genuine | 


critic have been employed. The writer is Mr. 
F. T. Palgrave. The possessor of the book will 
soon reverse the common rule with its class; he 
will turn from the pictures to the text. 

As a book containing chromolithographs,Gems 
of Nature and Art (Groombridge & Sons) may 
come second here, but on no other account. We 
read the title-page with wonder after having 
examined the book, for it describes the work 
as “embellished with twenty-four illustrations 
from eminent artists, printed in colours;’ we 
looked again, first for the “gems,” then for the 
work of the “eminent artists.” We found none. 
The originals of many crude and inharmo- 
niously-coloured pictures are, undoubtedly, gems 
of nature or triumphs of art, for they consist 
of humming-birds, flowers, shells, and the like, 
with fragments of ancient sculpture, gems, and 
enamels. The closer we looked the stronger 
grew our notion that we had seen some of the 


very highly-coloured “gems” in the covers of | 
o b=) 


a moderately-priced qguasi-scientific periodical. 
It may not be so. The things are as hard as 
flat-irons, and as flat: see the laughable repre- 
sentation of ‘The Horned Pheasant.’ Some of 
the pictures are, however, tolerably good, as 
‘The Portuguese Man of War. For young per- 
sons of a stern and scientific turn of mind, with 
small taste for art, this is the right book. 

A third volume with coloured “cuts” is 


entitled The Nobility of Life, its Graces and | 


Virtues, portrayed in Prose and Verse, by the 
best Writers. (Warne & Co.) The specimens of 
pictorial art are rather better than is common. 
The materials of the work are “selected and 
edited by L. Valentine.” These materials illus- 
trate Religion and her sister Virtues, also the 
four phases of human life; they have been 
fairly chosen and well arranged. The text is 
inclosed in every page by commonplace borders, 
and illustrated—we are not sure this is the 
right word, for a connexion is often hard to 
find between the things,—by little woodcuts 
comprising tame and trivial figure-pieces, with 
small neat landscapes of the common sort. In 
spite of the verses and odds and ends of prose 
which the compiler has thus united, the book 
is a dull one; it is of the order of “ Elegant 
Extracts,” but the bits of literature are too 
small to justify comparison with that famous 
and edifying work. The “ twenty-four original 
pictures printed in colours,” to which the title 
of this book refers, are its most attractive ele- 
ments ; these are supplied by designs from the 











hands of Messrs. J. D. Watson, A. B. Hough- 
ton, E. J. Poynter, and other less known and 
meritorious artists, 

Two books of very inferior pretensions to 
those of the above, but with coloured en- 
gravings, may well come here. The Childs 
Picture Book of Wild Animals (Routledge 
& Sons), is exactly what it professes to be. 
The text tells us that “The Hip-po-pot-a-mus 


|is not a fierce beast to look at, but he is a 


foe to be fear-ed,” and so forth. We think the 
Hip-po-pot-a-mus is a very fierce beast to look 
at, and that his hide is very much black-er 
than in na-ture. From the same publishers 
come Pictures of English History, with ninety- 
three pictures printed in colours. Here is 
the elocutionary Boadicea in her scythe-armed 
chariot, such as her British subjects were 
wont to use in war by “running along the 
pole.” What that might be, our childhood, after 
deep meditation, failed to guess, nor would 
these pictures have helped us, for there is no 
pole. Here is the ancient Briton spotted with 
woad, Alfred and his cakes, Queen Elizabeth, 
Lady Jane Grey, and who not else? 

A book of a distinct nature “with coloured 
illustrations in bordered texts,” of medizval 
and pseudo-medizeval character, is Te Deum 
Laudamus, illuminated by Esther Faithfull 
Fleet (Faithfull). Of the numerous and splen- 
did specimens of colour-printing on these pages 
most are admirably done in the “ mechanical” 
way, which is up to the subjects and the process 
of copying ; some are specimens of taste well 
employed, as “ When Thou hadst overcome,” 
“Thou art the everlasting Son,” and “We 
worship Thy name;” the last might be better 
executed than it is; and the design is in the 
good fourteenth-century English style. As 
to other illuminations some are ugly. Of 
these are “Thine honourable, true, and only 
Son,” and the caricature of a church win- 
dow (!) in “The holy Church throughout all 
the world.” “Make them to be numbered” 
would come out well in fireworks. The satisfac- 
tory specimens are in the majority here, and 
the book is produced in a very creditable man- 
ner. A defect we must not omit to notice refers 
rather to the taste exercised in this work than 
to the modes of decorating it; this exists in 
the curious jumble of the styles of several cen- 
turies and countries in illuminating: thus, first 
comes an indescribable modern specimen of 
very bad design ; soon after follows an example 
of thirteenth-century French art; then a bit of 
English fourteenth-century style ; then, what, if 
not novel, must be Italian sixteenth-century 
work; then the Flemish mode of Giulio Clovio ; 
next an ugly oddity; again a flourishing and 
bold French fragment, and so on. 

Our next subject is more like a gift-book, 
in the old sense of the term, than commonly 
appears in these days. It is a solid volume of 
over 460 pages, in a showy cover that is curi- 
ously bad in taste, because it comprises repro- 
ductions of the vesica piscis, besides an ill-con- 
ceived and improperly-executed head of a long- 
bearded river-god, drawn as in a picture, not 
as in a decoration. In addition to this, the 
text, which is styled The Hudson, from the 
Wilderness to the Sea, by Benson J. Lossing 
(Virtue & Co.), is enriched with scores of 
cleverly-wrought woodcuts of landscapes, build- 
ings and relics such as appear on or are con- 
nected with the noble river that preserves the 
name of stout and grim Hendrick Hudson. The 
subject of Mr. Lossing’s pen is vast, wealthy, 
comprehensive, fascinating. The lives of rivers 
ought to be studied ; and the Hudson has no 
equal in the New World for fame and length 
of days. So here we have it in this text, very 
fairly and carefully written, beginning with an 





account of the discoverer’s first attempt at cir. 
cumpolar inquiry,—how he prayed and took 
the Sacrament in the little church of St. Ethel. 
burgha, Bishopsgate Street,—how he, a herald 
of empire, sailed up the river which bears his 
name to where Albany now stands,—and how 
he styled the stream after Maurice the Stadt. 
holder. Then comes the author’s voyage from 
Lake Champlain and his travels to the sea, 

The Women of the Old Testament (Seeley, 
Jackson & Halliday), with twelve photo phs 
selected from the works of Raphael, Gado, 
Guercino, &c., and plain, suitable, and exposi- 
tory texts to each subject, extracted from the 
works of well-known writers, is a very good 
book in its way. The photographs are clear 
and sharp, but they are repeatedly taken from 
subjects which are sentimental rather than fine, 
as in the two artificial works of Ary Scheffer, 
Ingres’ weak mocker. This is their sole defect 
in taste. — The Ballad of St. George and the 
Dragon, illustrated by John Franklin (Virtue 
& Co.), is a verbatim reprint from the version 
in ‘Percy’s Reliques,’ illustrated by some 
spirited but not very finely drawn, half-shaded 
outlines by a well-known and clever book- 
decorator. We confess to much apathy with 
regard to these romantic illustrations ; they are 
certainly suited to the text, but they give us 
no insight to or new notions about it; in short, 
Mr. Franklin is an illustrator, not a poet or 
designer, in the finer senses of those terms. On 
the other hand, we like extremely the bold 
scrolls, with grotesques of dragons and the 
like, which supply borders to these pages. 
These are full of spirit and character. The book 
is well got up. 

Messrs. Longmans send us The Diverting 
History of John Gilpin, illustrated by Mr. 
H. Fitz-Cook, and engraved by Mr. J. C. 
Whymper. The designs are very well con- 
ceived and pleasantly executed, with suit- 
able feeling for the humour of the subject. 
The text is very nicely printed in red ink, 
so as to form a capital gift-book.—From 
Messrs. Bradbury, Evans & Co. we have A 
Month in the Midlands, by Mr. G. Bowers, a 
series of sketches which are wrought with some 
likeness to the manner of John Leech’s illustra- 
tions to Punch, and, like many of these, deal 
with horses and damsels. There is a great deal 
of that kind of humour which entertains hunt- 
ing men and ladies in this book. Its plot, if so 
we may call the thread of a story which runs 
through the series, refers to a flirtation between 
a gentleman and lady, and traces its course in 
many incidents, with the suggested climax of 
matrimony ; accidents of the hunting-field, and 
with ill-conditioned horses, the humours of a 
“hunt ball” and “ meets ” supply the rest. The 
sketches are cleverly drawn. 





WINTER EXHIBITION OF THE INSTITUTE OF 
PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 


WE take these sketches and studies in their order 
on the walls, grouping each artist’s works. Mr. 
Sutcliffe’s Woodcocks (No. 7), his single contribu- 
tion, deserves study, and shows his faculty in art. 
Evening, Mouth of the Tyne (9), by Mr. E. Hayes, 
a capitally rendered effect of a low sun over a lofty 
coast, with craft loitering in a calm sea, is, not- 
withstanding its brightness and dextrous painting, 
a little painty and crude. One or two other draw- 
ings by this artist show that he has made a fortu- 
nate change from oil to water-colour painting. 
Mr. Fahey’s bright and vigorously treated “blot.” 
or broad study, Farm Buildings, Sevenoaks (18), 18 
remarkable for its freedom of touch. By the same 
is, On the Moors, Cumberland (83), a large and 
expansive stretch of moorland and hills with a 
winding road. Mr. Skinner Prout’s woodland study, 
a brook running beneath the shade of trees, is 
painted in a low key of colour and capitally 
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handled. One of the most enjoyable landscapes | 
here, is Mr. J. G. Philp’s Sennen, Cornwall (28), | 
the village of the Land’s End, with sea and rocks | 
in that sunny, hazy atmosphere, which is so com- | 
mon in those parts, and so beautiful. This drawing | 
is peculiarly soft and rich in colour. Other studies | 
in the same district, by the same, deserve atten- | 
tion. See No. 358, Savery Sunshine in Mount’s | 
Bay, Cornwall. f | 
There are many ways of painting interiors, and | 
as many degrees of good and bad fortune attend- 
ing on these ways. Of this class, it is very long | 
since we saw anything better than Mr. D. H. | 
M‘Kewan’s The Ambassador's Dressing Room, 
Rnole, (89) isa capital study of the wooden-panelled 
and richly-tinted chamber with its old furniture, 
boards and pictures in old gold frames, where the 
very daylight has unusual stateliness and the dust 
is venerable. Notice the fine colouring of the 
shaded part above the chimney-piece, the white 
marble of the chimney-piece itself, warmly tinted 
as it is with smoke and soot. The effect of this 
picture is as good as its colour. If this artist will 
exchange such pictures as this for his ordinary 
rocky streams and woody landscapes, e.g. No. 65, 
he will do better than before.—The Venetian Bed- 
room, Knole, (84) is nearly as excellent as its 
fellow. See the deft handling and capital colour of 
the black and silver-framed Venetian mirror which 
hangs on the walls. Both are charming pictures. 
Mr. E. G. Warren seems to have accomplished 
his destiny this year: it was decided that without a 
new effort he would become a mannerist,—a man- 
nerist he is, with art fossilized in paint, so to 
say. See his Avenue at Wootton (44), a beach 
and vista, with bars of sunlight on the earth be- 
tween the trees, which is less clear than before 
with him, and not a little painty. April in the 
Forest of Dean (91), with all its obvious paintiness 
and lack of solidity in some parts of the fore- 
ground, is a capital sketch of sunlight on the glades 
where the miner’s works are. Mr. John Mogford’s 
many drawings have charms of art which keep 
on the right side of mannerism. Among his most 
excellent drawings is Mount St. Michael—Sunset 


after a Storm (49); here is that noble monastery 


which was erst styled ‘‘in Peril of the Sea,” 
perched high on precipitous cliffs and with a 
waste of sand at its foot; in hazy sunlight at 
evening, with heavy clouds slowly retreating. 
An exquisite atmosphere. See also 256, Sun- 
set at Low Tide, and 279, In Falmouth Bay. 
Mr. G. Hine contributes a valuable share of this 
exhibition. Observe On the Thames near Graves- 
end (48), a grey river in daylight, with a green 
and sunny bar upon the distance; an old pier with 
boats in the front ; an admirable example of artistic 
feeling at work. By the same is Mackerel Boats 
Standing Out to Sea (407), which is not so satis- 
factory as many drawings by the same, but shows 
a fine effect finely painted. One of the most 
striking drawings, a true design, by this painter 
is Druidical Remains—Goldstone Bottom, Sussex 
(447), a very grand and picturesque work, with all 
truthfulness, which shows some Druidical stones 
lying on level sward at the end of daylight, with 
ayoung moon ina placid sky. The whole is melted, 
80 to say, into broad harmony which is at once 
grave and beautiful. In A Calm Sea (449), the 
charm is almost as powerful asin the last. It gives 
a coast scene, light fades off the water and beach, 
and, as dusk increases, so the local colour dimin- 
ishes, and all is broadened as well as saddened. 
Much brilliance remains on the sea, but the beach 
is grey and seems chilly. 

One of the prettiest sketches here is by Miss 
Emily Farmer. A Girl Reading (70), which, by 
the way, curiously contrasts with, and is antithetical 
to, Mr. H. Tidy’s Phebe (88), a similar subject dis- 
similarly treated. In the former are well felt and 
rendered expression and much pleasant treament 
of a head and half-figure seated. Mr. D’Egville’s 
San Clemente, on the Lagune, Venice, (85) is a very 
broad study of a sandy shore, sea, distant buildings, 
and nearer craft. There is a look of art about this 
otherwise quiet picture, which catches the attention. 
Another sober, but truly artistic work, one of the 
few real pictures here, is Mr. G. G. Kilburne’s The 





Writing Lesson (95)—a young mother teaching 





her boy. Apart from a strange blackness in the 
colouring, this is really a gem of humble but 
exquisite feeling and skill. As it is not to be 
described in a few words, we must simply call the 
student’s attention to the sound workmanship of 
the little picture: from the boots of the girl who 
sits in front, and the drawing and texture-rendering 
of the old and stained table-cover, to the face and 
hands of each figure. It is admirable. By the same 
is Fishermen’s Storchouses (271)—a fine sketch of 
the sea-bleached sterns of old boats that are lying 
high and dry in sunlight on a beach. Here, as in 
the fellow, Farm Yard, Normandy, (298) we see 
sunlight is intended, but its brilliance is given 
without its peculiar colouring—a very strange and 
unfortunate shortcoming, where all else is excellent. 
—St. Mary’s Tower, Dunkeld, (152) by Mr. E. 
Hargett,—a river, valley, trees and old church, 
seen under the influence of a purplish grey sky, 
which heightens the power of the foliage, that 
is already vividly green where bright light falls: 
a broad, eye-pleasing production.—Mr. W. L. 
Leitch’s most—we were going to write “first ’— 
artistic drawing is Study from Nature on the Tweed 
(168). 

Two genuine studies for pictures, both by Mr. 
J. D. Linton, show art and craft beyond the 
practice of the day ; thorough learning, and patient 
energy, with high technical intelligence, distinguish 
them honourably here, where there is so little of 
the earnest sort, that surely not a dozen of the 460 
pictures are gravely artistic. As these two works 
are merely charcoal studies in outline, not finished 
pictures, and drawn dryly upon grey paper, with 
nothing to attract the “‘run and read” observer, 
there is the more need for the exercise of our office 
in behalf of Rejected, Study for Picture (182), and 
Giorgione, Study for Exhibited Picture (220). Study 
of a Head (238), by the same, is more complete 
than the above, and very fine.—Mr. G. Bach’s 
Study of a Sclavonian (184)—a man’s head—is 
dashing and vigorous, if not more refined than 
the subject required.—Mr. W. W. Deane’s On the 
St. Gothard Road, above Faido, (217) is a fine study 
of rocks, a winding road, of which note the drawing, 
and a well-studied distance. A contrasted example 
appears from the same hand in the interior of 7'he 
Church of St. Maria dei Miracoli, Venice, (296)— 
a splendid subject that is treated with consummate 
skill, with colour and effect. All the textures of 
wood, stone, marble and draperies are given truly 
and richly ; also the varied effects of light, shade 
and form.—Mr. J. W. Whymper’s Slopes of Hind- 
head—Fern Harvest (265) is a freely and cleverly 
made sketch, especially as to solidity and colour, 
of a fern-laden cart traversing the waste, and, 
we think, the best of Mr. Whymper’s sketches. 
—A mountain picture that will please most 
students is Mr. H. Johnson’s Devil's Bridge, 
St. Gothard, (292), or rather the old and recent 
viaducts over the roaring stream of the famous 
pass. With so much that is admirable in rendering 
aérial effect, good drawing and modelling, every 
one should be delighted.—Among the capital 
drawings here are Elizabeth Castle, Jersey, (302), 
by Mr. R. Beavis; On the Conway, North Wales, 
(827), by Mr. C. Vacher; and Westeria (373), by 
Mr. W. Luson Thomas—a girl in white, standing 
by the shady side of a sunlit garden-wall, which 
last is laden with bunches of flowers. On the whole, 
it is evident that, mainly owing to the well-employed 
abilities of recently-elected members of the Insti- 
tute, this is an unusually interesting exhibition. 
It is truer than ordinary to its professed character 
as a collection of sketches and studies rather than 
of finished pictures.

There was no meeting this week at the Royal 
Academy, as in the corresponding weeks of a few 
years past, for the election of new members. 


The recent meeting of the Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours for the election of new members 
had no result. 


Mr. Charles Mercier has painted a full-length 
portrait of Lord Napier of Magdala, for the Junior 
Carlton Club: a work of merit, and a good likeness. 


The following speaks for itself, coming from the 
Secretary of the Society in question :—“ Copy of 
Resolutions passed at a meeting of the Society of 
Painters in Water Colours on the subject of the 
Slade Bequest.—November 30th, 1868.—1st. The 
attention of our Society has been directed to the 
legacy bequeathed by Mr. Felix Slade, for en- 
couraging the study of the Fine Arts, and for 
founding Six Scholarships for Fine Art Students, 
and we are of opinion that an opportunity is thus 
afforded for the creation of a grand School of Fine 
Arts in the metropolis. 2nd. We have read a letter 
from Mr. Field to Mr. Grote on the subject of 
such an institution, and we approve, in the main, 
the arrangements suggested. 3rd. That the Secre- 
tary be directed to send copies of these resolutions 
to the President and Council of University College 
(London), and to Mr. Slade’s executors; and fur- 
ther to offer the services and co-operation of this 
Society should they be desired.— WILLIAM CALLow, 
Secretary.” . 

On Friday, the 4th inst., died Mr. John Bur- 
lison, architect, a man well known and greatly 
respected in his profession. His knowledge of the 
scientific side of architecture was very remark- 
able, and was for many years exercised upon works 
executed under the direction of Mr. G. G. Scott. 


Mr. Holmes, of the British Museum, has given 
to that institution many of the sketches which 
were recently made by him in Abyssinia, including 
the little portrait of the Emperor Theodore. The 
donor intends to publish photographic copies of 
many of his drawings made in Abyssinia. 


Sir Charles Eastlake’s art library, one of the 
best in existence, has been purchased for the 
National Gallery, where it is intended to form a 
reading-room, in the place of the Royal Academy 
Library. 

It is announced by the Institute of Painters in 
Water Colours that an exhibition of the works of 
the late Mr. E. H. Wehnert, member of the body, 
will be opened at the gallery in Pall Mall during 
the latter part of March next. Without regard to 
the particular case, we have much pleasure in 
calling attention to this matter, because the ex- 
ample is an excellent one. Special exhibitions of 
this order would seem to commend themselves to 
artistic societies, not alone as affording opportu- 
nities for the display of fine works, but as capable 
of reflecting honour on the profession. Since the 
special gatherings of Mulready’s and other painters’ 
works by the Art Department and Society of Arts, 
we have had nothing of this kind, neither did 
these examples originate from the associations of 
which the artists in question were members. The 
exhibition of members’ works by the Royal Aca- 
demy promises well in this respect : but why does 
not the Society of Painters in Water Colours collect 
in its convenient gallery large numbers of the pic- 
tures of its eminent deceased members? William 
Hunt’s productions, illustrating so fully as they do 
the progress of painting in water colours, would 
furnish a splendid and very richly varied exhibi- 
tion. A collection of this kind of the works of 
George Cattermole was recently got together by 
the Graphic Society. 

We have received from No. 65, Hatton Garden, 
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several selected specimens of phototype block 
printing, as applied to ordinary engravings and 
typography. These examples show complete re- 
productions, enlargements and reductions of the 
originals. As to typography, the success of the pro- 
cess seems all that can be desired; in respect 
to engravings, some of the specimens are highly 
satisfactory in all the sizes to which we refer ; in 
others, the scratchy look, so common in such 


matters, is obvious. This may be, as is usually the | 


case, due rather to the originals employed than to 
the process in question. Of its cost we know 
nothing.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA

Concerts.—It was pleasant to mark the vigour 
and zest with which the Sacred Harmonic Society’s 
choir threw all their energies into the ‘‘ Christmas 
performance” of Handel’s Messiah. The decided 
and confident singing of the sacred oratorio was in 
noteworthy contrast to the stumbling and uncer- 
tain manner in which Rossini’s ‘ Stabat* was got 
through the preceding week. The fact is, that 
Handel’s is the only music really suited to a choir 
of many hundred voices. His broadly-written 
choruses may be interpreted by an unlimited num- 
ber of executants, and indeed, granted an adequate 
degree of proficiency, the greater the power em- 
ployed the more impressive will be the result. The 
Messiah, too, is so familiar that it could be sung 
without book by many among the singers. The 
consequence is, that the choruses are delivered with 
an energy that imparts to them ever-new freshness. 
The stupendous ‘ Hallelujah,’ sung with unhesi- 


tating force and decision, impresses the hearer | 


more than anything else in music. We dwell on 
the exceptional magnificence of this performance, 
because many of the works executed by the 


Sacred Harmonic Society are hurried through with | 


inexcusable coarseness. The principal singers 


were Madame Rudersdorff, Madame Sainton, Mr. 
Vernon Rigby, and Signor Foli. The latter has 
not yet acquired the art of singing Handel’s florid 
passages with sufficiently marked accent, but his 
fine voice should carry him far. Mr. Rigby has | 
also much to learn in sacred music before he can 


hope to do justice to his natural powers. The 
Messiah is to be repeated on Monday next, the 21st 
instant. 

Last week’s novelty at the Crystal Palace was a 


novelty at the Saturday concerts only, the first | 


of Mendelssohn’s duets for clarionet and corno di 
bassetto having already been once played in Eng- 


land. A more unequivocal novelty is promised to | 


be given shortly in the shape of the second duet 
written for the Biirmanns, father and son, the 
clarionet-players, to whom Mendelssohn was so much 
attached. Saturday’s concert was throughout so ex- 
cellent as fully to redeem the musical reputation 
imperilled, the previous week, by the unsatisfactory 
Rossinian celebration. It is not easy to imagine a 
more complete translation into actual sound of 
Mendelssohn’s suggestive ideas than that presented 
by the rendering of the A minor symphony. The 
scherzo was particularly well played, the wind 
instruments being unusually successful. The over- 
tures were Schumann’s ambitious prelude to ‘ Geno- 


veva,’ for which Mr. Manns seems to have an | 


unlimited admiration, and Weber’s ‘ Ruler of the 
Spirits.” A Madame Eiswaldt, who sang much 


out of tune, made an unfavourable début. Signor |

Foli was the other vocalist. Schubert’s ‘ Miriam’ is 
to be repeated to-day, together with Mr. Sullivan’s 
‘ Tempest’ music and Herr Wagner’s ‘ Tannhiiuser’ 
overture. 

The full repertory of the Monday Popular Con- 
certs was enriched this week by a quartet of Schu- 
bert, whose instrumental music is with increasing 
rapidity coming into vogue. The quartet in ques- 
tion, in G major, is the only one of Schubert’s 
five which had never yet been heard by an 
English audience. It exhibits to an equal extent the 
unquestionable merits and the unquestionable de- 
fects of the ill-fated poet. The first movement, for 
instance, is so long, formless, rambling and uncon- 
nected, that the listener despairs of being able to 
find a key to the composer’s plan, and doubts at 
last if he had any plan at all. At the same time 
there is in this same movement a wealth of ideas 
as original as they are lovely, a lavish pouring out 
of delicate fancies, which effectually forbid the wish 
that the allegro should be shortened by a single note. 
So fascinating, indeed, is each successive subject 
whose unexpected advent keeps at a distance the 
long-retarded climax, that the hearer finds himself 
fearing lest the movement should come to an end, 
instead of regretting its extreme length. The theme 
of the final allegro again is too trivial for the posi- 
tion assigned to it in a work of such extent, but 
| the playful animation kept up gives interest even 
| to the weakest: movement of the four. The andante, 
| a tenderly graceful movement in E minor, and the 

spirited scherzo in B minor, with its well contrasted 
trio in G, are both gems of the purest water, and 
| the work, as a whole, is worthy of the author whose 
| Splendid symphony in c Mendelssohn succeeded in 
| forcing upon the unwilling attention of our old 
| Philharmonic subscribers. Herr Straus exhibited 
enthusiasm as well as correctness in his leading, 
and he was admirably supported, especially by Sig- 
nor Piatti, who in the andante and in the trio of 
| the scherzo had many opportunities of displaying 
| his fine tone. Miss Agnes Zimmermann made a 
| first appearance, at these concerts, and confronted 





with ease the mechanical and intellectual difficul- 
ties of Mendelssohn’s sonata in £. She appears to 
| have unlimited command of the key-board, phrases 
| with true musician-like completeness, and justly in- 
| terprets the prevailing character of the movement 
| on which she is employed. If her playing is at all 
| unsatisfactory, it is on account of a negative rather 
than a positive defect—a certain coldness which is 
equivalent to a want of ‘‘charm.” This is, how- 
ever, a fault on the right side, and it may, perhaps, 
be set down to nervousness. Beethoven’s violon- 
cello and piano sonata in A was excellently played, 
|; and the septet was repeated. The players were, 
perhaps, tired with the long programme, for the 
last was the least satisfactory performance of the 
evening. Miss Cecilia Westbrook was the singer. 
At the next concert, announced for January the 
4th, Herr Joachim and Madame Arabella God- 
| dard will make their first appearance for the season. 
The miscellaneous concerts have already intruded 
| themselves on this usually unmusical time of the 
year. Madame Eugene Oswald gave an entertain- 
ment, on Saturday, which was made up of a great 
| deal of classical instrumental music very well played, 
; and a great deal of vocal rubbish very badly sung. 
Madame Oswald herself is a good pianiste, and she 
was well supported by Mr. Henry Holmes, Mr. 
Daubert, and Mr. Lazarus. A charming nocturne, 
by Mr. Alfred Holmes, capitally played by his 
brother, was one of the most interesting pieces in 
the unconscionably long programme. 

The fifth soirée of the new Philharmonic Society 
was held on Tuesday last, and the programme in- 
cluded a quartet by Mr. J. F. Burnett, a quintet 
by Mr. Silas, and a movement from De Beriot’s 
concerto in D, played on the concertina by Mr. 
| Richard Blagrove, besides a violin and piano sonata 

of Beethoven and many vocal pieces. On the same 
| evening a concert was given by Mr. Henry Gadsby, 
| at which he played Beethoven’s ‘ Funeral March’ 
| sonata, remarkably well, as also two bright and 
original pianoforte pieces. He also sang a MS.

Tur Gatety.—The Gaiety theatre, to be opened 
on Monday next, is a novelty among English 
theatres. In construction it resembles more close 
than any London edifice the best French ho 4 
particularly the new Vaudeville and the Grand 
Opéra in Paris. It is as nearly fire-proof as g 
building of its class can be rendered: the stair. 
cases, passages, and corridors being all of stone 
and cement, and the various tiers being constructed 
of ironwork “embedded in and filled between with 
a solid mass of cement-concrete.” Signally spacious 
means of exit are provided into the four streetg 
which invest the theatre, the different parts of the 
house having as a rule two or more staircases, as well 
as enclosed corridors, the value of which in case of 
a panic is not easily over-estimated. In this theatre 
indeed, the risk of the audience is reduced to a 
minimum, and the most timid of spectators, sup. 
posing the stage to be on fire, might sit in his stall 
with safety and contemplate it asa part of the 
spectacle provided for him. More than two thou. 
sand seats are furnished ; the arrangement of that 
part of the house intended for the audience bej 
new in several respects. Three rows of balcony 
stalls occupy the place usually allotted to the dregy 
circle. Behind these are private boxes, which haye 
the advantage over those similarly situated in 
other houses of being screened from the obserya- 
tion of the occupants of the seats in front of them, of 
being capacious, and of offering an admirable view 
of the stage. As in the best Parisian theatres, the 
front is semicircular, “‘ but opens out by arms of 
a contrary flexure to the proscenium columns,” 
Above the balcony is the upper circle, and still 
higher is the gallery. Access from one side of the 
stalls to the other can be obtained without the 
necessity of going round by the dress circle, a great 
and very uncommon advantage. Each part of the 
house has its refreshment and cloak rooms. These 
will speedily be supplemented by the restaurant 
now in course of erection, access to which will be 
obtained from every tier of the theatre. On the 
stage many novelties are introduced, the most im- 
portant being in connexion with the system of 
lighting. Performers can approach the foot-lights 
without any risk of catching fire, and the disagree- 
able haze shining from these lights is entirely re 
moved. The decorations, so far as they can be yet 
seen, are in good taste. Their colours are exceed- 
ingly harmonious. The designs are by Mr. C.J. 
Phipps, F.S.A., under whose direction the whole 
of the works have been carried out. 

PRINCE OF W ALES’s.—A ‘new three-act comedy by 
Mr. Edmund Yates was produced at this house on 
Saturday last. Its curious title, ‘Tame Cats,’ is in- 
tended to characterize the social pests that are apt to 
infest every comfortable house when the proprietor’s 
amiability is in excess of his force of character. 
From the first the comedy failed to please or in- 
terest the audience, and at its close its reception 
was decidedly unfavourable. Criticism upon itis 
superfluous, as it is not likely to hold longer pos 
session of the stage than will enable the manage- 
ment to provide something with which to re 
place it.

dame de Grandval’s ‘ Piccolino.’ 


M. Offenbach’s ‘ Périchole’ will keep its place 
at the Variétés until Mdlle. Schneider is sum- 
moned to the Bouffes Parisiens. She is engaged 
at the latter house from the 1st of January to the | 
end of May, and is to make her entrée in a novelty 
called ‘La Diva.’ On the Ist of June Madlle. | 
Schneider will again propitiate the intelligent and | 
refined favour of the aristocratic play-goers of 
London. 

An amateur, M. Jules Cossé, has made a hit in | 
an opéra-bouffe, brought out at the little Théatre 
de l'Athénée. ‘Les Horreurs de la Guerre’ are 
treated in the burlesque fashion, the plot turning | 
on the bloodless altercations between two princelets, | 
cousins—German in a double sense—to the Grand 
Duchess of Gerolstein. The bachelor prince suc- | 
ceeds in carrying off the wife of his married neigh- | 
pour, but peace is made on the restoration of the 
lady, plus ou moins intacte. 

The Teatro San Benedetto, in Venice, for which 
‘L’ Italiana in Algieri’ and ‘ Edoardo e Cristina’ 
were written, has just been re-christened “II 
Teatro Rossini.” The new dedication was celebrated 
by a performance exclusively made up of the name- 
giver’s comp sitions. It is said that Rossini’s widow, 
in giving her consent to the transfer of his 
remains to his native land, has expressly stipulated | 
that when her time comes she herself shall be | 
buried near her husband. 

We hear that a new opera, entitled ‘ Alda,’ pro- 
duced some fortnight ago at the Teatro Communale 
of Bologna, was received with favour remarkable 
even for an excitable Italian audience. The com- 
poser Signor Lionello Ventura, was called before 
the curtain eighteen times. Such demonstrations 
do not mean much, but we are informed that 
Signor Ventura has real talent. ‘ Alda’ is his first 
operatic composition, but he is well-known as an 
accomplished writer on musical matters. 

Signor Petrella’s ‘ Contessa d’ Amalfi,’ has been 
brought out in the Teatro Apollo, in Venice, for 
the first time in the “silent city,” but without 
success, 

Strange though it must seem, it appears to be 
no less true that Meyerbeer’s ‘ Dinorah’ has never 
yet been given in Berlin, the city of the composer's | 
birth and official residence.. It is now to be pro- 
duced with Friiulein Mathilde Sessi as the fan- 
tastic heroine. 

Herr Niemann, the hero of the unfortunate 
Parisian version of ‘ Tannhiiuser,’ is to appear in 
the same character in Vienna this month. It is 
strange that this singer, who has the finest tenor 
voice of the day, has never been heard in England. 

Singers seem to be singularly unfortunate when 
they take to manly sports. Herr Schmid, of the 
Vienna Opera, whose want of success at Covent 
Garden surprised all who had heard him in his 
own theatre, has been shot by a comrade while 
hunting ; and, although the wound is not danger- | 
ous, he will be long incapacitated from resuming 
his duties. Apropos of disabled singers, we may 
mention that M. Roger has been consoled for his | 
failure as an actor at the Odéon by his appoint- | 
ment as Professor at the Conservatoire. 

In noticing the first performance at Bale by | 
Herr Wilhelmj of Herr Rubinstein’s Violin Con- | 
certo, a German musical journal takes occasion to | 
remark, as we have frequently done, on the per- 
sistency with which the majority of virtuosi keep 
to a small number of show-pieces. Several Ger- | 
man players besides Herr Wilhelmj are mentioned 
a8 exceptions to the rule. Among these are Herr 
Griitzmacher, who, at a recent Gewandhaus con- 


cert, played Schumann’s violoncello concerto for 
the first time, making a furore therein, and Herr 
Bennat, who at Munich brought forward the slow 
movement from Herr Rubinstein’s concerto for 
the same instrument. 


Madame Lucca is still prevented by illness from 
appearing at St. Petersburg. Signor Mario is sing- 
ing there as gallantly as though he had not to 
bear the weight of sixty-four years. 

The good people of Moscow appear to be sadly 
indiscriminate in their enthusiastic admiration of 
singers. Not only has Mdlle. Artét, a widely- 
accomplished artiste, been laden with substantial 
marks of Muscovite favour, but Mdlle. Sarolta, to 


judge from trustworthy accounts, no sooner appears | 


than she is worshipped with equal rapture. Russia 


| is a Tom Tiddler’s ground to all who minister 
| to public amusement. 


The Comité de Lecture of the ThéAtre Frangais 
has received ‘ Maurice de Saxe,’ a five-act drama 


| in verse by M. Jules Amigues, 


At the minor Parisian theatres a few novelties 
have been produced. ‘Une Partie de Plaisir,’ a 
farce, at the Belleville; ‘A la barque! & la 
barque!’ a revue, by MM. Flan and De Jallais, 
at the Folies Marigny; and ‘Les Oubliettes du 
Vieux Louvre,’ a drama in eight tableaux, adapted 
by M. Victor Auger from the romance of the same 
name. 

At the Gaité, ‘La Madone des Roses,’ a drama 


| by M. Victor Scjour, in five acts and nine tableaux, 


has been produced. It is a thoroughly melo-dra- 
matic work, and has been mounted with great care. 
Lydia, the heroine, who is called the ‘Madone des 
Roses,’ in consequence of having once taken refuge 
in a niche intended for a statue of the Virgin, and 


| dispensed unexpected alms to a supplicant who 


took her for a statue, is sought by two lovers. One 
is César d’ Este, a wicked Prince, the other Andréa, 
a handsome. youth, of parentage supposed to be 
obscure. To protect herself from the persecutions 


| of the Prince, Lydia destroys her beauty by means 


of an acid. Andréa challenges César d’ Este, but is 
refused on account of having no social status. He 
appeals to his mother to tell him who he is, and 
learns that the man he wanted to fight was his 
father. Ultimately he is married to Lydia, whose 
beauty a clever chemist restores. César d’Este, 
the father, makes a most Sardanapalus-like end- 
ing, in the conflagration of his palace. The fire 
with which the piece concludes is the most elabo- 
rate spectacle yet attempted on the French stage. 
Sheet-iron covers the floor of the stage, upon which 
no less than fifteen hundred blazing beams are said 
to be hurled. On the first night the performance 
occupied seven hours. 

M. Carmouche, a well-known French dramatist 
has died in Paris in his seventy-second year. He 
was one of the most prolific of writers, having pro- 
duced over two hundred pieces for the stage, writ- 
ten for the most part in collaboration with Scribe, 


| Bayard, Mélesville, and other authors. Among the 


best known works for which he was wholly or in part 
responsible, are ‘Le Vampire,’ ‘ Les Deux Forgats,’ 
‘La Lune de Miel,’ ‘ Pauline,’ ‘ La Permission de 


| Dix Heures,’ and ‘ Les Réves de Mathéus.’ M. Car- 


mouche was director of the first French company 
that played at the St. James’s Theatre in London. 
He was also manager during short periods of 
the Porte St.-Martin, Versailles, and Strasbourg 
theatres. He married the celebrated comedian 
Jenny Vertpré. Lyons, his birthplace, was the 


| scene of the production of his first comedy. His 
| family was good, but was ruined by the Revolution. 


Carmouche was in turns painter, goldsmith, and 
clerk in an office before he took to the stage, first 
as actor, and subsequently as dramatist. For some 
years past he had quitted the active pursuit of his 
profession, and had taken to collecting books. His 
dramatic library is said to be one of the finest 
private collections in France.

Pepys’ Ballads.—In a paragraph in your “weekly 
gossip,” in the Atheneum for December 5, speak- 
ing of the Pepysian library, you pass some severe 
strictures upon the authorities of a corporate body

refusing to have the works committed to their care 
published. I speak now from the recollections of 
thirty years ago, when an undergraduate of Mag- 
dalen. My impression is very strong, from those 
remembrances, that the Pepys collection was given 
in charge to the Master and Senior Fellows (then 
four in number) under very stringent conditions. 
No person could examine any of the books of the 
library without the presence of a senior Fellow. I 
was permitted, through the kindness of the then 
President of the College, to have various overhaul- 
ings of that library’s treasures, but always in the 
presence of a senior Fellow. On one occasion I was 
| permitted to take in an “outside barbarian,” a noted 
bibliophile and publisher (the late W. Pickering). 
One of his large hobbies was old ballads. He, of 
course, went raving mad at the sight of the cele- 
brated five folio volumes of ballads in that library. 
In a side remark to me, he said, “I would give the 
College a hundred pounds a volume to let me print 
them.” Such being the case, with every clear right 
in their possession, and their value being thus 
estimated by a publisher who thoroughly knew their 
value, it is hardly fair that the College should be 
asked to let any penny-a-liner walk in and claim 
the right to print them. There are many things in 
that library well worth being given to the world 
besides these celebrated ballads ; as Pepys’ neat and 
careful reports upon and catalogues of the English: 
navy during his connexion with that department. 
I should be very glad to see these and the ballads 
published, but I do not see that my old College is 
in any way more called upon to relinquish their 
right in a property thus bequeathed to them, than 
if it had been so left to them in three per cents.

Thermometer.—As philology seems to be in 
fashion just now, I wish to offer a suggestion re- 
| Specting a word—thermometer—which has been 
| more than usually in circulation during the last 
| few months, and seems to be formed differently 
from others to which it ought to be analogous. 
| Those others—such as barometer, chronometer, &e. 
| —are all formed from the substantive, which is 
| the obvious and natural principle of composition ; 
thermometer alone from the adjective. If this latter 
were correct, we should write, also, bareiometer 
chronieometer, &c.; but, as these forms would be 
unnatural, does it not seem proper that, in accord- 
ance with analogy, we should write therometer?

Knapsack.—Is not knapsack in all probability 
derived from knappe, a lad, an attendant? It 
occurred to me once, on seeing abroad a number 
of boys carrying knapsacks, that the word must 
mean a boy’s (knabe) sack. But as the form knappe 
is in use with a still more appropriate change of 
meaning, this seems a most probable derivation.

England.—That this name is derived from the 
Engles, or Angles, is probably now unquestionable ; 
but perhaps it may be permissible to doubt if the 
name was brought here by any Teutonic people. 
There were three great settlements in this country 
to which the name of the Angles was assigned ; 
North Anglia, East Anglia, and West Anglia. 
The latter was speedily lost in the name of Wessex, 
so speedily as to render almost irresistible the 
inference that it was a synonym. I am not aware 
of any record that the Angles of the west of Eng- 
land were ever supplanted or subdued by the 
Saxons, but all record seems to’show they were the 
same people. North Anglia likewise seems to have 
lapsed into Northumbria, not as a synonym, but by 
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absorption into a larger state. But the remarkable | 
coincidence remains, that the people called Engles | 
on their arrival in this country went and placed | 
themselves off-hand in three corners or angles, and 
nowhere else. This coincidence is the more remark- 
able that traces of this people are not to be found 
in any other part of the country save through the | 
temporary vicissitudes of war, except in the island | 
of Anglesey, to which, singularly enough, they 
seem to have found their way on some principle 
of selection which is inexplicable. The angular | 
form of England was known from the earliest his- 
toric period; and unless there be more evidence 
than I have yet met with that the people who 
settled in the Anglias brought the name with | 
them, it would appear probable they took their | 
name from settling in angles or corners; just as 
Kent obtained its name from its own peculiar form 
and position, and as the inhabitants were men 
of Kent, so it would appear that the Engles were 
men of the Angle. Similarly, a small bay at the | 
southern corner of the entrance to Milford Haven | 
is called Angle Bay; Pen Anglas is one horn of 
Fishguard Bay; and West Angle bay isa bight 
between Rat and Thorn Islands, South Wales. 
Doubtless other illustrations may be found. If 
Angeln, the reputed cradle of this people, instead 
of being in the south-east of Sleswig, had been in 
the south-west, it might have been the point of 
departure for the emigrants, and so given a name; 
but at present it would appear that peculiar shapes 
of the insule triquetre of England and Anglesey 
conferred the names they and their people bear.

Lollard.—The derivation of Zollard from lolium, 
tares, is nearly as far from the mark as that from 
lollen, to sing. Any reader of early English knows 
that Lollard is the late English spelling of the 
Latin lollardus. But what is lollardus? It is a 
Latin spelling of the old English Joller, used by 
Chaucer and Langland. The real meaning of loller 
is one who lolls about, a vagabond; and it was 
equally applied, at jirst, to the Wycliffites and to 
the begging friars; see my note to Pierce the 
Ploughman’s Crede. But, before long, loller was 
purposely confused with the Latin lolium, by a 
kind of pun. The derivation of Joller from to loll 
rests on no slight authority. It is most distinctly 
discussed and explained, and its etymology de- 
clared by no less a person than Langland himself, 
who lived at the time it came into use. See 
Whitaker’s edition of Piers Plowman, pp. 154, 155.

Cooling of Rocks.—In reference to your notice, 
Athen. No. 2143, pp. 682, 3, will you permit me 
to ask Mr. David Forbes, through you, a few ques- 
tions regarding the experiment referred to: 1. How 
was the artificial stone formed? 2. Was it reduced 
to a molten state? 3. Did it run into lava or glass? 
4, Did any of the mass retain the character of 
basaltic rock? 5. Was there any slag? 6. Was the 
mass left to cool naturally? 7. If not reduced to 
a molten state, was the appearance of the mass 
altered? 8. I conclude the experiment with glass 
was not made with the manufactured material, but 
from the raw material; am I right? My questions | 
refer to the great point as to whether the basalt 
rocks upon the surface of this earth ever were sub- 
jected to the great heat required to reduce their 
substance to a molten state. In ‘The Circle of 
Light,’ now published, I have given reasons for 
supposing that they are not formed by heat.
